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The Estimates of the Government of Canada are structured 
in three Parts. Beginning with an overview of total 
government spending in Part I, the documents become 
increasingly more specific. Part II outlines spending 
according to departments, agencies and programs and 
contains the proposed wording of the conditions govern- 
ing spending which Parliament will be asked to approve. 
The Part II] documents provide additional detail on each 
department and its programs primarily in terms of the 
results expected for the money spent. 


Instructions for obtaining each volume can be found on 
the order form enclosed with Part II. 
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Chapter 1 
Introduction 


The Estimates communicate to Parliament the level and 
nature of the federal government’s spending plans for the 
coming fiscal year. They are designed to meet the informa- 
tion needs of Members of Parliament, who must under- 
stand and assess these spending plans in order to hold the 
government accountable. Part I gives Parliament an over- 
view of the government’s spending Estimates and situates 
the Estimates in the context of the overall expenditure 
framework or spending plan. 
The information in Part I also covers the policy sec- 
tor resource envelopes established by the government. 
Each envelope includes the level of resources allocated for 
all elements of departmental activity in that policy sector, 
and, as such, defines the resources earmarked for maintain- 
ing, developing and implementing policies and programs 
in that sector. As the year progresses, additional funds may 

be allocated to the envelope out of those contingency 
provisions, known as reserves, which have not yet been 
assigned to specific envelopes. 

Part I is divided into five chapters, including this In- 
troduction. Chapter 2 provides an overview of the expen- 
diture plan, together with historical trends in total 
spending. Emphasis 1s on the relative growth in envelopes. 
The chapter goes on to describe the composition of the 

1988-89 expenditure plan. The final portion of the chapter 
focuses on person-years and presents an overall person-year 
summary for 1988-89 with reference to the government’s 
goals in this area. 


Chapter 3 takes a more detailed look at the expendi- 
ture plan in terms of policy sectors and the associated en- 
velopes. The envelopes are reviewed both in terms of types 
of expenditure and by major programs. Though the em- 
phasis is on explaining where and how funds are spent 
rather than on year-to-year changes in spending levels, at- 
tention is drawn to the most significant changes that have 
occurred. 

Government-wide totals for various types of transfer 
payments, payments to Crown corporations, and operat- 
ing and capital expenditures are presented in Chapter 4. 
Each category is described in terms of its major com- 
ponents. 

Chapter 5 addresses those components of the 
Estimates contained in Part II that do not form part of the 
expenditure plan. These items, while they require par- 
liamentary approval, are different from budgetary expen- 
ditures in that they represent investments rather than 
transfer payments or expenditures for work performed, 
goods received or services rendered. 
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Chapter 2 
_ The Expenditure Plan Overview 


Historical and Planned Expenditures 


The overall fiscal plan of the government, recently 
presented by the Minister of Finance, encompasses 
projected revenues, planned expenditures, the resulting 
budgetary position, and the government’s non-budgetary 
financial transactions for a number of fiscal years. 

Table 2.1 provides the key elements of the expendi- 
ture plan, together with recent historical background. The 
total plan is composed of $32 billion in public debt char- 
ges and $100 billion in program expenditures. While public 
debt charges are projected to increase by 9.7 per cent, 
programs expenditures will grow by 4.3 per cent.

| This document describes how the Main Estimates re- 
late to the budgetary expenditure component of the fiscal 
olan. As the largest component of the budgetary expendi- 
ture forecast, the Main Estimates provide considerable 
detail on the total spending plans of the government for 
the upcoming fiscal year which begins on April 1. In addi- 
tion to setting out the spending authority sought through 
the Main Estimates, the annual expenditure plan also indi- 
cates the amounts for further spending requirements that 
are expected to arise over the course of the fiscal year and 
which will be presented individually to Parliament in the 
form of Supplementary Estimates. 

For the fourth year in succession, budgetary expen- 
ditures are forecast to decline as a percentage of Gross 
Domestic Product (GDP), reflecting the government’s con- 
tinued emphasis on expenditure restraint. This decline 
degan in 1985-86 and reversed a five-year uninterrupted rise 
in budgetary expenditures relative to GDP. Chart A plots 
‘otal budgetary expenditures as a percentage of GDP from 
1979-80 to 1988-89. 
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Between 1979-80 and 1984-85, budgetary accel 
tures rose from around 19 to nearly 25 per cent of GDP 
From 1985-86 to 1987-88, they declined to less than 23 per 
cent of GDP. Next year they are expected to continue thi: 
downward trend. The average annual increase in budgetary 
expenditures of 4.9 per cent over the last four years con 
trasts sharply with the average increases of more than 1£ 
per cent during the preceding five-year period. | 

Much of the pattern of expenditure growth can be 
explained by the underlying trends in economic activity 
Over the period 1979-80 to 1984-85 the performance of the 
Canadian economy, characterized by below average 
economic growth and above average price increases direct 
ly affected the growth rates of program expenditures and 
indirectly, the rapid rate of increase in public debt charges 

Since 1984-85 the government has introduced a num: 
ber of expenditure restraint initiatives to reduce both the 
deficit and growth in budgetary expenditures. In Novem: 
ber 1984, a multi-faceted approach comprising program 
reductions, increased cost-recovery, and general manage 
ment improvement initiatives, was implemented by th« 
government with a view to achieving savings of some $ 
billion in 1985-86. This first initiative was followed by fur 
ther reductions in the May 1985 Budget. This second pack: 
age included Public Service reduction targets totalling 
15,000 person-years by 1990-91, further cost-recovery anc 
privatization initiatives, and an enhanced program of asse 
disposal and cash management. Additional reductions o: 
$500 million followed in the February 1986 Budget. 

The climate of restraint has been supported by a num 
ber of complementary measures. These include the con 
tinuance of the policy introduced in 1984, whereby 
government departments must absorb non-salary operat 
ing cost increases to the fullest extent possible; the year 
end freeze in discretionary spending announced ir 
February 1986; and efforts in areas such as real property 
regulatory reform and management improvements. 


Expenditure Plan by Envelope 


‘To strengthen the relationship between the policy and the 
-expenditure planning processes over a multi-year period, 
‘and to strengthen the role of Ministers in the decision- 
making process, the government’s expenditures are allo- 
‘cated across policy sectors or envelopes. The distribution 
by envelope of the government’s expenditure plan for the 
‘period 1985-86 to 1988-89 is shown in Table 2.2.

The resources contained ina particular envelope rep- 
‘resent the funds available to develop, implement, and 
‘maintain the various policies and programs that comprise 
a particular policy sector. Chart B illustrates the growth in 
‘the major envelopes or envelope groupings from 1979-80 
‘to 1988-89. 
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Over this period, three major envelopes, Defence, 
External Affairs and Aid, and Social Development, have 
average annual growth of 10 per cent or more. Public debt 
charges account for one quarter of the total growth in 
expenditures from 1987-88, and are projected to increase 
by 9.7 per cent in 1988-89; they continue to be the fastest 
growing component of budgetary expenditures, increasing 
at an average rate of 15.9 per cent per year. Increases in 
expenditures to service the public debt also account for 
nearly one-third of the total change in envelope levels over 
the period 1979-80 to 1988-89. 

The automatic escalation of the large social transfer 
payments which dominate the Social Development en- 
velope and which are prescribed in legislation, contribute 
towards the growth in spending in this area. The large size 
of this envelope, accounting for some 45 per cent of total 
budgetary expenditures, and the large annual increases, 
result in its representing over 40 per cent of the change in 
total expenditures over the period. 

Nearly one-half of the remaining growth in the total 
from 1979-80 to 1988-89 reflects greater efforts to assist 
developing countries and spending on major capital 
programs in support of our international defence commit- 
ments. 

The share of total expenditures represented by the 
Economic and Regional Development, Fiscal Arrange- 
ments, Services to Government and Parliament envelopes, 
which include a large part of the expenditures of a more 
operational nature, has declined over the period. This 
decline reflects the government’s efforts to constrain the 
growth in expenditures related to the administration and 
the delivery of programs. 

Supplementary Table 2.1S, at the end of this chapter, 
provides a historical perspective on the relative magnitude 
of the envelopes. 
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Chart B

The tabling of the Main Estimates represents the first step 
in the implementation of the expenditure plan for the up- 
coming year. The recent budget presented by the Minister 
of Finance described that plan in broad’terms. Table 2.3 
presents these Estimates in the context of that overall 
spending plan or framework and shows how they, along 
with subsequent Supplementary Estimates, and the 
remaining elements of the expenditure framework, relate 
to the government’s projected total expenditure. 
Budgetary Main Estimates are the single largest com- 
ponent of the government’s expenditure plan, accounting 
for over 90 per cent of the total. In addition to the $119.4 
billion contained therein, the forecast of total budgetary 
expenditures also includes amounts for Supplementary 
Estimates over the course of the fiscal year, together with 
provisions for consolidating certain special purpose 
accounts and reassessing the value of the government’s 
assets and liabilities, and a forecast of the anticipated lapse 
of spending authority. Each of these elements of the expen- 
diture plan is presented in Table 2.3 and explained below. 
Given that the plan contains reserves for Supplementary 
Estimates, it will not necessarily change over the course of 
the year as further spending authorities are sought from 
Parliament. However, should events occur that necessitate 
a revised fiscal posture, the Minister of Finance could 
present a revised framework in a fiscal or economic state- 
ment, thereby increasing or decreasing reserve levels as 
conditions require. 
| As Table 2.3 indicates, Total Budgetary Main 
Estimates are divided into two main categories of spend- 
ing. The first of these, statutory expenditures, that is 
spending for which authority has been provided by Acts 
of the current or past Parliaments, amount to $78,488 mil- 
ion or two-thirds of the total. These expenditures are 8.5 
der cent more than last year’s Main Estimates. Although 
‘hese expenditures do not require further parliamentary ap- 
yroval, they are nonetheless included in the Estimates to 
»rovide Parliament with a more complete view of the 
overnment’s total expenditure plan. Included within this 
category of spending are such items as public debt charges, 
“epresenting some 40 per cent of the total; transfers to the 
yrovinces for health, education, social assistance, and 
seneral public service programs, accounting for an addi- 
ional one-quarter of the total; and the government’s major

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transfer payments to individuals, including Old Age 
Security, Spouses Allowances, Guaranteed Income Supple- 
ments, and Family Allowances. Four departments, 
Employment and Immigration, Finance, Health and Wel- 
fare, and Secretary of State account for more than 90 per 
cent of statutory spending. Asa general rule, statutory ex- 
penditures can be changed only through amendments to 
the specific enabling legislation. 

The large growth in the Main Estimates level of 
statutory spending overstates the actual year-over-year rate 
of increase in such programs because higher interest rates 
and other factors have led to increases in statutory expen- 
ditures over the course of 1987-88. Therefore, the current 
level of many statutory programs is higher than originally

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anticipated for these programs in last year’s Main Es- 
timates. 

The second type of expenditure detailed in the Main 
Estimates are those authorized annually through Ap- 
propriation Acts. For 1988-89, these annually-voted spend- 
ing proposals amount to $40,878 million. The 
year-over-year increase in annual appropriations is $2,351 
million, or 6.1 per cent. Over one-quarter of these expen- 
ditures will be made by the Department of National 
Defence. The remaining 75 per cent, or $30.6 billion, is 
some $1.5 billion, or 5.3 per cent, higher than last year’s 
corresponding amount, and includes almost $500 million, 
in additional resources for the Western Diversification Of- 
fice and the Atlantic Canada Opportunities Agency. 
Excluding these new agencies and Defence, the remaining 
budgetary Main Estimates exhibit an annual increase of 3.6 
per cent, below the projected increase in prices. | 

Chart C provides a historical perspective on the rela- 
tive growth of statutory and voted Estimates. The marked- 
ly slower growth in the voted portion since 1984-85 is a 
result of the government’s determined efforts to reduce the 
costs of delivering its programs and the elimination or cur- 
tailment of those that have outlived their usefulness. The 
average annual growth rate of the voted portion over the 
period 1985-86 to 1988-89 is less than 3 per cent, significant- 
ly lower than the nearly 13 per cent per annum recorded! 
for the preceding five-year period. | 

The reserves for Supplementary Estimates constitute 
the second component of total budgetary expenditure. The 
government’s overall expenditure plan contains these 
reserves because of the dynamic nature of the expenditure 
management process. At any given point in time, depart 
ments have certain programs with approved spending 
levels, some with funding levels still awaiting the 
government’s consideration, and others with costs not yet 
specified. The Main Estimates include the cost of those 
programs that have been approved, while the reserves con- 
tain the amounts the government sets aside to manage the. 
remainder. Portions of these reserves have been allocated 
to the specific policy sectors or envelopes to cover targeted. 
in-year adjustments. However, since not all reserves are 
allocated at the outset of the fiscal year, the projected 
distribution of total budgetary expenditures by envelope, 
as shown earlier in Table 2.2, is likely to change somewhat 
over the course of the year reflecting the allocation of 
additional resources to individual policy sectors. | 


In addition to Total Budgetary Main Estimates and 
the reserves for Supplementary Estimates, which, com- 
pined, constitute the Projected Total Budgetary Estimates, 
the final spending total for the fiscal year will reflect three 
other elements: the consolidation of expenditures of 
various special-purpose accounts with other expenditures; 
the change in the provision for the valuation of the 
xovernment’s assets and liabilities; and the lapse, or the 
umount by which the actual total spending of the govern- 
nent falls short of the total authorities granted by Parlia- 
nent for that year. 
| The consolidation entry is used to record the expen- 
litures on certain large socio-economic programs that were 
»reviously considered to be outside the Government of 
Canada accounting entity because they were funded by 
pecific contributions rather than from general govern- 
nent revenues. Their inclusion, reflecting the accounting 
-hanges announced in the February 1986 Budget, increases 
sovernment spending figures considerably. By far the 
argest single item in this consolidation originates in the 
rea of social expenditures and represents the inclusion, as 
udgetary expenditures, of total unemployment insurance 
nefits. The other major consolidation item is the 
Vestern Grain Stabilization Account, which falls in the 
‘conomic and Regional Development envelope. In the case 
f both of these programs, the total disbursements are 
aown as budgetary expenditures even though specific 
evenues offset a large part of the overall costs and the ac- 
ounts are intended to be self-sufficient over time. The con- 
dlidation of the Unemployment Insurance and Western 
rain Stabilization Accounts within the Accounts of 
vanada for financial reporting purposes in no way alters 
1e operation of these programs. Part II of the Estimates 
scords only the government’s contribution to these ac- 
sunts, and the Public Accounts display the financial posi- 
ons of these and other similar programs on both a 
ynsolidated and an individual fund basis. 

The expenditure plan also provides for the revalua- 
on of the government’s assets and liabilities. The 
‘ovision for valuation is intended to account for changes 

the value of existing loans and investments and adjust- 
ents to liabilities with respect to accumulated employee 
verance and vacation benefits. 


Finally, in order to arrive at a forecast of budgetary 
expenditures, an allowance for the lapse of spending 
authority is included. This figure, estimated on the basis of 
historical trends, represents the expected amount by which 
total year-end budgetary expenditures, across all depart- 
ments and agencies, will fall short of Parliamentary 
authorities for the fiscal year. Authorities are allowed to 
lapse because departments and agencies cannot legally 
spend more money than has been authorized in each vote 
by Parliament, and because the practical realities are such 
that prudent managers will tend to spend slightly less than 
the total that has been authorized. 

Chart D illustrates the major components of the cur- 
rent expenditure plan for 1987-88 and 1988-89. In order to 
present a more meaningful comparison, the $700 million 
for the Special Canadian Grains Program presented to 
Parliament in Supplementary Estimates (A), tabled at the 
same time as last year’s Main Estimates, has been added to 
the 1987-88 Main Estimates budgetary expenditure total of 
$110.1 billion. On this basis, the year-over-year increase in 
this, the largest component of the expenditure plan, is 7.7 
per cent. Since the government has recognized new require- 
ments relatively earlier in the budget determination 
process and included them in the Main Estimates, and since 
it remains firmly committed to managing additional pres- 
sures that may arise over the course of the year within an 
environment of expenditure restraint, the 1988-89 reserves 
to cover Supplementary Estimates are lower than those 
contained in the the current outlook for 1987-88. For this 
reason, the total spending planned for the coming year 
grows less than the Main Estimates. Thus, while Main 
Estimates grow by 7.7 per cent, the reduced amounts avail- 
able for Supplementary Estimates result in an increase of 
5.5 per cent in the government’s expenditure plan. 
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* Includes Supplementary Estimates (A) of $700 million for the Special 
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Person-Years 


A person-year is a unit of control of human resources, and 
refers to the employment of one person for a full year or 
its equivalent, such as two employees for six months each, 
In the May 1985 Budget, the government announced reduc- 
tion targets for the Treasury Board-controlled Public Ser- 
vice amounting to 15,000 person-years over a five-year 
period ending in 1990-91. 

The government’s prime objective in reducing the 
size and cost of the ongoing Public Service is to promotea 
leaner and more productive work force able to deliver 
government programs and services of the highest possible 
quality at the lowest possible cost to the Canadian tax- 
payer. Reductions in the size of the federal government 
work force will continue to be achieved through enhanced 
productivity, privatization of certain suitable activities 
and, where warranted, the contracting-out of other ser- 
vices. 

The Main Estimates provide details of the 231,164 
person-years that the Treasury Board has authorized for 
1988-89. This level represents a decrease of 1,961 person: 
years, or 0.8 per cent, from the adjusted Main Estimates of 
1987-88. (The 1987-88 Main Estimates total has been ad- 
justed to exclude the person-years of the Inspector General 
of Banks and the Department of Insurance. These have 
been combined into the Office of the Superintendent of 
Financial Institutions, and the person-years are not con- 
trolled by Treasury Board.) Together with the reductions 
of the past two years, 5,491 in 1986-87 and 3,072 in 1987- 
88, this represents a total decline of 10,524 person-years 
over the first three years, thus leaving further reductions 
of some 4,500 to be achieved over the last two years. The 
Government remains committed to meeting its person: 
year reduction target and expects to do so in an orderly 
fashion so as to continue to respond effectively to the needs 
of Canadians and not disrupt the provision of essential 
government services. Further reductions of about 1 per 
cent over each of the next two years should enable the 
Government to attain its announced target. |

Even during periods of restraint, there is a need for 
dditional person-years in some ministries to respond to 
argely non-discretionary increases in workload or to im- 
lement high priority initiatives of the Government. Con- 
equently, some departments and agencies have 
xperienced increases in their authorized person-year 
evels. These increases have, however, been more than 
ompensated by decreases in other Treasury Board- 
ontrolled entities, some of which have seen their person- 
ear authorities decrease significantly. Table 2.4 
ummarizes the major changes in authorized person-years 
‘om 1987-88 to 1988-89.

Major Changes by Department 


The largest increase in person-years is being authorized for 
the Department of Public Works. The 750 person-year 
increase over the 1987-88 Main Estimates reflects the trans- 
fer from a number of departments of resources associated 
with architectural and engineering services. This increase 
is completely offset by reductions in other departments. 

The Atlantic Canada Opportunities Agency and the 
Western Diversification Office, the two new entities 
created by the government to promote economic develop- 
ment in Atlantic and Western Canada respectively, 
together account for an increase of 507 person-years. Of 
this total, 358 person-years have been offset by reductions 
in the Department of Regional Industrial Expansion; the 
remainder are new person-years required for program 
delivery. 
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The increase of 154 person-years in the Department 
of Communications is mostly attributable to the transfer 
of National Programmes activity from the National 
Museums of Canada. 

The net increase of 109 person-years in the Depart- 
ment of Energy, Mines and Resources reflects resources for 
the administration of the Canadian Exploration and 
Development Incentives Program, and for other activities, 
partially offset by planned reductions in person-years else- 
where in the department. 

All other major changes in person-year authorities 
are decreases. The net decrease of 737 person-years in the 
Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development 
reflects the continuing implementation of the Comprehen- 
sive Devolution Plan, which transfers programs and 
responsibilities to Indian control, the transfer of architec- 
tural and engineering services to the Department of Public 
Works, and improvements in program efficiency. 
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Of the total decline of 623 person-years in the Depart 
ment of Transport, a decrease of over 300 reflects the con: 
tinuing impact of restraint and person-year reductions. The 
remainder is mainly associated with the transfer of certair 
responsibilities to the Department of Public Works. 

The civilian person-year authority of the Depart. 
ment of National Defence has been reduced by 442 as that 
department’s contribution to the annual person-year 
reduction targets. 

The transfer of 230 person-years associated with ar. 
chitectural and engineering services to Public Works is a 
major contributing factor in the year-over-year decline in 
the Department of the Environment’s person-year 
authority. 

Most of the remaining declines in person-years are at: 
tributable to improvements in program efficiency in 
response to the requirement to reduce the size of the Public 
Service. |

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Chapter 3 
The Expenditure Plan by Envelope 


The government’s expenditure plan, presented in the 
preceding chapter, establishes spending levels, or envelopes, 
within the level of total expenditures, for eight policy sec- 
‘tors. 

Programs have been assigned to envelopes in order 
to provide for focused consideration of competing policy 
options within a given sector while, at the same time, 
recognizing that Ministers’ responsibilities for their respec- 
tive departments and agencies should not be dispersed 
across several sectors and their associated Cabinet policy 
committees. This chapter devotes one section to each of 
the eight envelopes. Each section includes a general descrip- 
tion of the purpose of the envelope’s expenditures and a 
discussion of the major programs reflected in these Main 
Estimates. 

Table 3.1 presents a summary of the details of the ex- 
penditure plan by component.

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Economic and Regional Development Envelope 


Purpose of Expenditures 


Federal government programs funded from this envelope 
are intended to serve a wide range of purposes, including 
the stimulation and encouragement of private sector invest- 
ment; the orderly development, production and disposi- 
tion of Canada’s primary natural resources; the 
encouragement of increased innovation and R&D; regional 
and industrial development; and the fostering of a positive 
climate for the creation and expansion of business 
enterprise. 

This policy sector focusses on the promotion of 
economic growth and job creation, both nationally and in 
specific regions of Canada by encouraging private initiative 
and improving government effectiveness, within the over- 
all government objective of reducing the deficit. 


Expenditure Highlights for 1988-89 


The reduction in total spending in the Economic and 
Regional Development sector is more than accounted for 
by the timing of payments to Western farmers under the 
Special Canadian Grains Program. In the first year of this 
program, Parliament was presented with a special Sup- 
plementary Estimate at the same time Main Estimates were 
tabled. This was required to ensure that the normal supp- 
ly process associated with Main Estimates would not delay 
payments to farmers. This year, the government was able 
to implement the program earlier and thereby avoid a 
similar situation related to providing funds before the 
spring seeding season. Excluding the $1.5 billion reserve 
entry for 1987-88, and the $296 million Main Estimates 


item for 1988-89 for the special grains program, the Main 
Estimates for this envelope grow by $1.4 billion and the 
reserves decline by $1 billion. 

Increased regional development funding including 
the incorporation for the first time of amounts for the 
recently created Atlantic Canada Opportunities Agency 
and the Western Diversification Office, together with the 
Canadian Exploration and Development Incentives 
Program account for the bulk of the increase in Main Es- 
timates as well as for the larger reserves in 1987-88. 

The Estimates for the envelope can be divided into 
five categories of expenditure: transportation, agricultural 
and fisheries support, industrial and technological support, 
energy, and a relatively small miscellaneous category. | 

In the transportation area, Canada’s new National 
Transportation Act and its companion legislation, the Motor 
Vehicle Transport Act, became law on January 1, 1988, 
ushering in a new era of economic regulatory reform for 
the nation’s transportation industry. Competition and 
market forces are to be the prime agents in providing 
economic, efficient and adequate transportation services at 
the lowest total cost. The National Transportation Agen- 
cy, a new agency tailored to the reformed regulatory 
framework, replaces the Canadian Transport Commis- 
sion. Transportation, including the Department of 
Transport and the National Transportation Agency, ac 
counts for about 30 per cent of the Main Estimates in this, 
envelope.

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The Department of Transport’s Estimates provide 
for the operation of airports and air navigation systems, 
public harbours and ports, and the Canadian Coast Guard. 
They also provide for activities related to the maintenance 
of railway and road safety, including the safe transporta- 

tion of dangerous goods and the regulation of motor 
vehicles, and payments to various Crown corporations, 
such as VIA Rail Canada Inc. and Marine Atlantic Inc. for 
rail passenger, water and other transportation services. The 
‘main portion of the National Transportation Agency’s Es- 
timates provides payments to railway companies under the 
Western Grain Transportation Act and other statutes. 
The Transport Department’s Estimates reflect an 
overall increase of $165 million from the 1987-88. This is 
accounted for primarily by increased payments to various 
Crown corporations, including an additional $112 million 
to VIA Rail Canada Inc. and $28 million more to Marine 
Atlantic Inc. 

The decrease of $53 million in the National 
Transportation Agency’s Estimates primarily reflects 
decreases in payments under the Western Grain Transpor- 
tation Act. 

The programs of the Department of Agriculture (in- 
cluding the Canadian Forestry Service Program) and the 
Department of Fisheries and Oceans account for about 
one-quarter of the envelope’s Estimates. 

The Department of Agriculture’s estimates are af- 
yected by the Special Canadian Grains Program which 
provided for the payment of $1 billion for the 1986 grains 
ind oilseeds crop and will pay $1.1 billion for the 1987 
crop. The $1 billion for the 1986 crop was made up of $300 
million in Supplementary Estimates (B) for 1986-87, and 
3700 million in Supplementary Estimates (A) for 1987-88, 
abled at the same time as that year’s Main Estimates. The 
31.1 billion for the 1987 crop is being authorized as follows: 
3804 million in Supplementary Estimates (D) of 1987-88, 
nd $296 million in the 1988-89 Main Estimates. Payouts 
inder the Western Grain Stabilization Account, con- 
lolidated into the expenditure framework since 1986-87, 
‘re expected to continue at around the same level in 1988- 
‘9 as in 1987-88. Other assistance for grain growers 
primarily under the Agricultural Stabilization Act), and for 
obacco growers will contribute to a further increase of ap- 
‘roximately $100 million in Agriculture’s Main Estimates. 


The Estimates for Fisheries and Oceans increase by 
$128 million, principally as a result of initiatives taken by 
the Government during 1987-88 to augment the Salmonid 
Enhancement and Small Craft Harbours programs. 

In the energy area, the Main Estimates for Energy, 
Mines and Resources contain for the first time, the new 
Canadian Exploration and Development Incentives 
Program, offset in part by the wind-down in the Petroleum 
Incentives Program. Payouts from the Newfoundland and 
Nova Scotia Offshore Development funds also account for 
significant increases in energy expenditures. The Estimates 
for Atomic Energy of Canada Limited are down by $27 
million, reflecting the expenditure reduction measures im- 
plemented as part of the 1985 Budget. Overall, spending in 
the energy area accounts for about 10 per cent of the total 
for this envelope. 

Industrial, technological and regional development 
support programs constitute 27 per cent of the envelope. 
The 1988-89 Main Estimates incorporate a number of sig- 
nificant initiatives reflecting a modified approach to, and 
organization of, these programs. In 1987-88, the Atlantic 
Canada Opportunities Agency (ACOA) and the Western 
Diversification Office (WDO), were created with man- 
dates to promote and coordinate economic development 
in Atlantic and Western Canada respectively. 

The 1988-89 Estimates for ACOA and WDO are 
$306 million and $312 million respectively. These include 
transfers from the Department of Regional Industrial Ex- 
pansion (DRIE) totalling some $115 million and provide 
for the agencies’ first full year of operations, reflecting the 
increased priority this government attaches to regional 
development. Specifically, the government has announced 
new funding for ACOA and WDO of $1.05 billion and 
$1.2 billion respectively, to be spent over five years. These 
funds are in addition to resources transferred from DRIE. 
The Estimates of ACOA and WDO are forecasts for the 
1988-89 portion of this new funding. 

The 1988-89 budgetary allocation for DRIE is $1,348 
million, a $197 million increase over the Main Estimates 
of 1987-88. This net increase reflects a reduction of ap- 
proximately $115 million for transfers to ACOA and 
WDO and increased spending under the Defence Industry 
Productivity Program, and the Special Northern Ontario 
Development Fund. 
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The reduction of $70 million in requirements for the 
Cape Breton Development Corporation results mainly 
from the completion of the Victoria Junction coal wash 
plant expansion and Phalen Mine projects. 

The increase of $25 million in the Main Estimates for 
the Export Development Corporation reflects a growth in 
anticipated requirements for concessional loan disburse- 
ments. 

Estimates for science and technology programs 
within the portfolio of the Minister of State for Science and 
Technology total $825 million for 1988-89. This is an in- 
crease of $56 million over 1987-88 and is a reflection of the 
priority the government places on science and technology. 
The Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council 
will spend an additional $21 million in support of the 
government’s policy of matching private sector grants to 
university research. An additional $22 million will be 
devoted to research in support of industrial innovation and 
development by the National Research Council. Other 
areas of increased spending include Science and Technol- 
ogy Development Agreements with Quebec and British 
Columbia and further commitments to space-related ac- 
tivities. Total government expenditures on science and 
technology will exceed $4 billion in 1988-89, including 
funding in major departments with science activities such 
as Agriculture, National Defence, Energy, Mines and 
Resources, Environment and Fisheries and Oceans. 

The remainder of the Economic and Regional 
Development envelope accounts for about 5 per cent of this 
envelope’s Estimates in 1988-89. The departments and 
agencies involved are Consumer and Corporate Affairs, the 
Competition Tribunal, the newly-established Hazardous 
Materials Information Review Commission, Communica- 
tions (excluding Cultural Affairs) and Labour. The chan- 
ges in Main Estimates for 1988-89 for these departments 
and agencies are relatively minor overall. 

Table 3.3 provides details of the changes between the 
1988-89 and 1987-88 Main Estimates.

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Social Development Envelope 
Purpose of Expenditures 


This envelope contains the government programs directed 
at responding to the social, cultural, environmental and 
law enforcement concerns of Canadians. 

During 1988-89, the government will continue its ef- 
forts of past years to strengthen social justice by assigning 
its highest priority in social policy to helping those in 
greatest need through programs of assistance to the 
economically disadvantaged, including the jobless, 
aboriginal groups, women’s groups and multicultural 
groups, disabled people and the aged. The government’s 
programs and policies will continue to ensure equality of 
access by all Canadians to the benefits of Canadian society, 
and protect and enhance Canadian culture. 

As in previous years, expenditures through the Social 
Development envelope will constitute the single largest 
element of overall spending. During 1988-89, the federal 
government will channel $59,359 million, including reser- 
ves, or 45 per cent of its total budget through a variety of 
transfers to provincial and territorial governments, trans- 
fers to individuals, and direct services to the public. 

Transfers to individuals of over $29 billion through 
payments to the elderly, families, the unemployed and 
veterans form the largest component of the envelope and 
consume over 49 per cent of the resources allocated to it.

Transfers to provincial and territorial even 
in support of post-secondary education, health and welfar 
services, assistance to the disabled and the operation of lega 
aid constitute approximately $15 billion or about 25 per 
cent of the envelope. | 
The remainder of the envelope, containing programs 
directed at the environment, employment, health, hou 
ing, Northern and Native people, law enforcement and 
correctional services, account for another $15 billion.

velope reflects the inclusion of valuation adjustments and 
special purpose expenditures, chiefly those of the Un:

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Expenditure Highlights for 1988-89 


The 1988-89 Main Estimates provide $50,254 million for 
the Social Development envelope, an increase of over $2 
billion above the 1987-88 provision. The major factors ac- 
counting for this growth are increased spending on major 
statutory programs such as Old Age Security, the Canada 
Assistance Plan and provincial health and education sup- 
port, together with spending on programs for aboriginal 
groups. 

The Department of National Health and Welfare’s 
expenditures will represent 61 per cent of the total outlays 
of this envelope. The overwhelming majority of these ex- 
penditures are of a statutory nature. The largest of these 
programs are: $15,530 million to be spent on programs 
providing benefits to the elderly; $4,472 million for the 
Canada Assistance Plan, which funds 50 per cent of the 
costs of provincial programs delivering social, child sup- 
dort and other family services; $7,031 million in transfer 
»ayments to the provinces for insured health services under 
che Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and Federal Post- 
Secondary Education and Health Contributions Act, 1977; 
and $2,586 million for Family Allowances. The Family Al- 
Owance payments are over and above some $2.1 billion 
which is provided through the tax system in the form of 
the child tax credit. Virtually all of the $1,469 million in- 
srease in the Department of National Health and Welfare’s 
Main Estimates is accounted for by changes in the 
forementioned programs. 

Additional resources of $2 million are being provided 
o the Canadian Centre for Occupational Health and 
safety to enable it to respond to increased demand for in- 
‘ormation related to recent legislation on the Workplace 
azardous Material Information System. 
| Assistance to those who are in greatest need reore- 
ents a major portion of expenditures in the Social Develop- 
nent envelope, including the jobless, native peoples, 

eterans, and those requiring housing assistance. 

The 1988-89 Main Estimates for Employment and 
mmigration total $4,535 million and include $1,393 mil- 
on for the Canadian Jobs Strategy, $2,656 million in 
tatutory contributions to the Unemployment Insurance 
account, and $200 million for social assistance recipients. 
1 addition, this envelope includes expenditures for sum- 
1er employment amounting to $180 million in a central 
ote of the Treasury Board Secretariat. The Immigration 


Program has been increased to $194 million, as a result of 
initiatives to deal with refugees. 

Included in the Main Estimates of $2,996 million for 
the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Develop- 
ment is $2,005 million for the Indian and Inuit Affairs 
Program, of which $634 million is for education, $449 mil- 
lion for social development, $520 million for capital 
facilities and community services, and $192 million to as- 
sist Indian bands in administering programs. Not included 
in this program but also benefiting Native people is $825 
million in transfer payments to territorial governments to 
help them provide services to residents of the North, many 
of whom are Natives. Part of the increase in the Main 
Estimates of this department reflects the transfer of provin- 
cial-type responsibilities to the Government or the 
Northwest Territories for the management of forestry, 
health and young offenders programming. 

The 1988-89 Main Estimates include $1,649 million 
for the Department of Veterans Affairs. In addition to $835 
million for veterans’ pensions and $349 million for 
veterans’ allowances, an amount of $175 million is 
provided for expenditures on other health services pur- 
chased on behalf of veterans who receive disability pen- 
sions or allowances, or those who would receive the 
allowances were it not for payments under the Old Age 
Security Act. These services relate to medical treatment 
provided outside departmental institutions and include 
professional medical services and non-departmental hospi- 
tal charges not covered by provincial health insurance 
plans. 

The Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation has 
budgetary Estimates of $1,704 million for 1988-89. Of this 
amount, $1,590 million will be spent on social housing; this 
represents an increase of $44 million over the 1987-88 Main 
Estimates. 

The preservation and strengthening of our Canadian 
identity is another major priority of the government and 
is supported through the cultural agencies and the Secretary 
of State. 
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Provision is made in the 1988-89 Main Estimates for 
expenditures of $1,536 million by the agencies reporting 
through the Minister of Communications. This amount in- 
cludes $907 million for the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation, representing nearly 60 per cent of total 
federal arts and culture spending. 

An amount of $3,330 million is provided in the Es- 
timates for the Department of the Secretary of State. Of 
this amount, $2,382 million consists of statutory payments 
to the provinces under the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arran- 
gements and Federal Post-Secondary Education and Health 
Contributions Act, 1977 for post-secondary education, and 
$385 million under the Canada Student Loans Act. A fur- 
ther $218 million is provided to support official languages 
in education. 

Another $15 million has been allocated to the Match- 
ing Grants Policy Fund for grants and scholarships for 
university-based research and development. $11 million is 
to be administered by the Medical Research Council and 
$4 million by the Social Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council. 

The Department of the Environment’s Estimates in- 
clude $796 million, of which $335 million will be directed 
to the operation and development of national parks and 
historic sites. A further $207 million will be spent on at- 
mospheric environmental services and $215 million on the 
conservation and protection of the environment. 

The justice area also represents a significant part of 
the Social Development envelope. Its expenditures are 
aimed at supporting a fair and equitable justice system and 
maintaining law and order through policing and custodial 
activities. 
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The expenditures of the Ministry of Justice, which 
includes the department and various commissions and 
courts, will total $528 million. 

The 1988-89 Main Estimates provide $2,042 million 
for the Solicitor General, which includes the department, 
the Correctional Service of Canada, the National Parole 
Board, the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, the RCMP 
External Review Committee and the Canadian Security In- 
telligence Service. The expenditures of the department 
total $27 million in the 1988-89 Main Estimates. The ser- 
vices of Correctional Service Canada and the National 
Parole Board cost $815 million and $18 million, respective- 
ly. The budget of the RCMP for the enforcement of federal 
statutes and the provision of policing services under con- 
tract to provinces, territories and municipalities, and police 
support services to Canadian police forces amounts to 
$1,033 million in 1988-89. This includes an increase of $80 
million over last year for protective services in general and 
also reflects the transfer of financial responsibility for 
RCMP protective services at airports from the Department 
of Transport. In addition, $149 million is budgeted for the 
Canadian Security Intelligence Service, and $1 million for 
the operation of the RCMP External Review Committee.

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Fiscal Arrangements Envelope 
Purpose of Expenditures 


The general purpose of expenditures under the Fiscal Ar- 
rangements envelope is to provide unconditional fiscal as- 
sistance to provinces; that is, a transfer of funds without 
any conditions or stipulations as to how such moneys shall 
be used. The programs comprising the envelope are either 
need-related or tax-related. 

The need-related programs are fiscal equalization, 
subsidies under the Constitution Acts 1867-1982, and fiscal 
stabilization. Approximately 90 per cent of the total expen- 
ditures in the Fiscal Arrangements envelope are made 
under the Fiscal Equalization Program. The purpose of this 
program is to make it possible for all provinces to provide 
their residents with a reasonable level of public services at 
reasonably comparable levels of taxation. 

The tax-related programs are: the income tax revenue 
guarantee for provinces, which protects them in certain cir- 
cumstances against revenue losses resulting from modifica- 
tions made to the personal income tax by the federal 
government; grants to municipalities and provinces in lieu 
of property taxes; reciprocal taxation payments to provin- 
ces in respect of consumption taxes; payments to provin- 
ces of 95 per cent of the federal income tax collected from 
privately-owned public utilities; and recoveries from 
Quebec in respect of three personal income tax points 
transferred to that province in lieu of a federal Youth Al- 
lowances Program that was subsequently discontinued. 


Expenditure Highlights for 1988-89 


The Main Estimates provision of $7 billion for the Fiscal 
Arrangements envelope is $802 million higher than the 
preceding year’s Main Estimates provision of $6,197 mil- 
lion. Fiscal equalization payments are expected to grow by 
$773 million over last year’s provision. The change in fis: 
cal equalization takes account of a number of factors. 
Forecast equalization entitlements for the 1987-88 fiscal 
year of $5,988 million are $388 million higher than that 
provided for in 1987-88 Main Estimates. This increase is 
primarily due to greater than anticipated growth in 1987. 
88 provincial revenues, in part as a result of decisions taken 
in provincial budgets tabled after the 1987-88 Main Es. 
timates figures had been calculated. The 1988-89 Main Es. 
timates figure of $6,373 million is $385 million or 6 pet 
cent higher than the forecast of 1987-88 entitlements. Thi; 
increase reflects expected continued growth in provincial 
revenues subject to equalization and the full impact of im: 
provements to the program as provided for in legislatior. 
adopted in April, 1987. 

Based on information for past taxation years, there is 
a $56 million increase in payments under the Public Utilitie 
Income Tax Transfer Act (PUITTA) from the 1987-88 to thd 
1988-89 Main Estimates. 

There is a $25 million increase in recoveries unde! 
the Youth Allowances Recovery program due to growth 
in the basic federal tax allocated to Quebec.

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External Affairs and Aid Envelope 
Purpose of Expenditures 


The programs included in the External Affairs and Aid en- 
velope deal principally with assistance to developing 
countries and with the representation of Canadian inter- 
ests abroad in the areas of foreign policy, economic growth 
including trade development, peace and security, Canadian 
sovereignty and national identity, and social justice. The 
Department of External Affairs has as its primary respon- 
sibility the promotion and protection of Canada’s interests 
abroad and the conduct of Canada’s external relations, 
both bilaterally and multilaterally through the internation- 
al organizations of which Canada is a member. In close 
cooperation with External Affairs, the Canadian Interna- 
tional Development Agency (CIDA) is charged with the 
administration and delivery of an extensive program of as- 
sistance to developing countries. 

Reflecting this breadth of interests, Canada has 
diplomatic relations with virtually all countries, and is a 
member of, or a participant in, the United Nations, its as- 
sociated agencies and many other international organiza- 
tions and programs. These relations are handled through 
some 120 posts abroad, including those accredited to mul- 
tilateral organizations. The size and range of the activities 
of these posts vary according to their location or purpose 
vis-a-vis the organizations to which they are accredited. 
For example, in certain countries the emphasis may be on 
trade promotion, whereas in many developing countries 
the focus would be upon development assistance. Involve- 
ment in multilateral organizations is intended to further 
Canada’s objectives concerning peace and security, inter- 
national economic relations, humanitarian issues and 
economic development.

There is no fixed order or hierarchy in Canada’s wid 
range of interests outside its borders. The emphasis giver 
to certain interests, especially those of development assis 
tance, is related to both domestic and international cir 
cumstances. Currently, particular attention is being pai 
to issues and interests related to Canadian sovereignty, thi 
promotion of Canadian economic growth with particula’ 
emphasis on trade negotiations, trade and investment in 
itiatives, and to human rights, and international peace anc 
security. 

Canada has traditionally been regarded as a country 
with a high level of active concern for internationa 
development. The primary purpose is to help people o 
developing countries achieve sustainable economic and so 
cial growth. The various aid programs may also have im 
portant benefits for the Canadian economy, sinc 
procurement of Canadian goods and services to suppor! 
development projects overseas is a stimulus to Canadiai 
industry and can help develop export markets. 

The External Affairs and Aid envelope also include: 
resources for participating in world exhibitions, for th’ 
operating costs of the Petro-Canada International Assis 
tance Corporation, the International Centre for Oceai 
Development and the International Developmen 
Research Centre, which supports research into th’ 
problems of the developing regions of the world. The finan 
cial support for international financial institutions that i 
included in the Estimates of the Department of Financ 
also falls within this envelope, as does the Canadian In, 
stitute for International Peace and Security and the Inter.

\pending in this envelope will exceed that of the previous 
rear by $184 million. Most of the increase is reflected in 
he 1988-89 Main Estimates total of $3,535 million but 
here is some provision for Supplementary Estimates 
luring the year. 

The increase of $46 million provided to the Depart- 
nent of External Affairs is primarily for the increased cost 
ssociated with the operations abroad, and other workload 
ncreases. 


The budgetary Main Estimates of the Canadian In- 
ternational Development Agency are $97 million higher 
than in 1987-88. This increase reflects continuing growth 
in development assistance on a direct country-to-country 
basis to recipient countries, and increased contributions 
towards the cost of development assistance undertakings 
by the Canadian voluntary sector and by other national 
and international non-governmental organizations. This 
budgetary growth is net of a reduction in the statutory en- 
cashment of demand notes issued to, or the direct payment 
for investments in, regional multilateral development 
banks which were displayed as budgetary items in the 1987- 
88 Main Estimates and are now included in non-budgetary 
outlays.

Official Development Assistance 


The total budgeted Official Development Assistance 
(ODA) for 1988-89 amounts to $2,880 million, about $220 
million higher than in 1987-88. Table 3.10 shows the dis- 
tribution of Canada’s assistance for each year. 

The 1988-89 outlays include budgetary expenditures 
for ODA cash requirements of $2,700 million and non- 
budgetary expenditures related to multilateral develop- 
ment bank investments of $75 million. The main reason 
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that these amounts differ from the ODA total shown in 
Table 3.10 is that, for the most part, Canada’s participation 
in the financing of international financial institutions takes 
the form of issuing promissory notes. Cash is drawn against 
these notes by recipient institutions in future years, as re- 
quired, and it is the forecast of the actual cash draws during 
the fiscal year that is included in these Main Estimates. The 
full value of the notes is, however, included in the calcula- 
tion of ODA in the year in which they are issued, and is 
so reported to the Development Assistance Committee of 
the Organization for Economic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment (OECD). The remaining difference between the 
ODA total and budgetary cash requirements is the imputed 
value of Canada’s support to students and trainees from 
developing countries. These amounts will be included in 
Canada’s 1988 report to the OECD.

The Defence envelope consists of expenditures for the 
Department of National Defence. The Minister of Nation- 
il Defence is now responsible for Defence Construction 
1951) Limited, a Crown corporation that provides con- 
iracting and supervision services to the Department of Na- 
ional Defence for construction projects for which the 
inancial resources are provided from the Defence en- 
elope. 

The objective of the Defence Services Program is to 
leter the use of force or coercion against Canada and 
Sanadian interests and to be able to respond adequately 
hould deterrence fail. In support of this objective, the 
srogram includes the activities of the Canadian Forces, 
vhich supplement and support civilian authorities in main- 
aining surveillance, and preserving control over and 
ecurity within territory under Canadian jurisdiction. To 
nhance the security of Canada through joint defence 
qeasures, the program supports Canadian participation in 
ae North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) and 
ooperation with the United States in the defence of North 
america. To promote international stability, the program 
‘rovides military assistance to United Nations-sponsored 
eacekeeping operations and military training to friendly 
ations. The program also mobilizes resources to assist in 
mergency or disaster relief and search and rescue opera- 
ons.

The White Paper on Defence reaffirmed the government’s 
commitment to increase defence spending by at least two 
per cent per year in real terms; as well, Defence Annual 
Reviews will be held to determine what funding increment 
over this base may be required. A recent ministerial review 
of the defence budget has concluded that a further $60 mil- 
lion will be required in 1988-89, resulting in a total increase 
of $646 million, or 6.2 per cent from planned spending in 
1987-88. 

Defence envelope spending will therefore rise from 
$10.4 billion in 1987-88 to $11.1 billion in 1988-89. Total 
envelope spending 1s somewhat lower than the Main Es- 
timates, primarily because interdepartmental transactions 
are eliminated as part of the consolidation adjustment. 
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Personnel costs represent approximately 43 per cent 
of Defence expenditures. This includes the wages, salaries. 
and benefits for just over 120,000 military and civilian per. 
sonnel. The next largest category is capital expenditure 
(about 24 per cent of the Defence budget) reflecting a con: 
tinuing need to re-equip and modernize the Canadian For. 
ces. Five major equipment acquisitions, the Canadian 
Patrol Frigate, the Low Level Air Defence, the Tribal Clas: 
Update and Modernization, the North American Air 
Defence Modernization and the CF-18 Fighter Aircraft 
Defence Modernization projects will account for 52 per 
cent of the total capital budget. It should also be noted that 
the Ship Replacement Program — Phase II was recently ap: 
proved at an authorized expenditure ceiling of ap. 
proximately $5 billion over the 1988-1997 period, to be 
funded from the Defence envelope. Other capital expendi: 
tures are for items such as munitions, communications and 
computing equipment, vehicles, aircraft, various construc. 
tion projects, and research and development. The 
remainder of the Defence budget is mostly non-personnel 
operating expenditures, a category which includes suck 
items as fuel, maintenance, and supplies.

Services to Government Envelope 
Purpose of Expenditures 


The Services to Government envelope comprises a group 
of government departments and agencies engaged in a 
variety of activities. Some, such as Public Works, the 
Public Service Commission, and Supply and Services, 
direct virtually all their resources to the support of other 
departments and agencies. Others, such as the Canada Post 
Corporation, Statistics Canada and the National Capital 
Commission, provide their services mainly to the public. 
National Revenue collects taxes and duties on behalf of the 
government. The envelope also includes the Government's 
central agencies and a number of smaller agencies, such as 
the Economic Council of Canada, an advisory body 
engaged in economic research, and the Tariff Board, which 
adjudicates appeals of customs and excise rulings. The ex- 
penditures of this envelope are therefore made up almost 
exclusively of operating and capital expenditures required 
to maintain the infrastructure needed by a national govern- 
ment. 

Public Works, one of the envelope’s largest depart- 
ments, has several functions. It provides accommodation, 
through construction, purchase or lease, and architectural, 
engineering and related services to federal departments and 
agencies; constructs and maintains roads and bridges under 
federal jurisdiction; manages surplus federal lands; and is- 
sues grants to municipal and other authorities in lieu of 
taxes on federal government property. (The grants them- 
selves form part of the Fiscal Arrangements envelope.) The 
National Capital Commission has a mandate to maintain 
and enhance the National Capital’s physical image and to 
organize, assist and coordinate national events and ac- 


tivities that will enrich the cultural and social fabric of 
Canada. 
National Revenue administers a variety of acts in 
addition to the Customs Act, the Excise Tax Act and th 
Income Tax Act. It also carries out administrative functions 
on behalf of other federal departments, such as the collec 
tion of Canada Pension Plan contributions and unemploy 
ment insurance premiums, and on behalf of provincial 
governments in respect of the collection of provincial in- 
come taxes and the administration of various tax credit 
measures. 
The central agencies encompassed by the envelope 
include the Privy Council Office, which provides opera- 
tional support to the central decision making mechanism 
of the Government, and the Treasury Board Secretariat 
whose Estimates within this envelope include the 
government’s contribution, as employer, to employee in- 
surance plans and expenditures for the central administra: 
tion of the Public Service. (Employment initiatives within 
the Treasury Board appropriations form part of the Social 
Development envelope.) The Government Contingencies 
vote is not included in any envelope as it is part of the reser- 
ves within the expenditure framework. 
Another central agency is the Office of the Com: 
ptroller General, which is responsible for the development 
and implementation of sound managerial practices in the 
federal government, including policies for financial 
management, program evaluation and auditing. 
The Office of Privatization and Regulatory Affairs 
provides central expertise, direction and control in the sale 
of Crown Corporations and the implementation of the 
Government’s Regulatory Policy.

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The Department of Finance provides advice to the 

government on the economic and financial situation, the 
‘overall fiscal framework, debt management and the tax sys- 
tem.

The Office of the Superintendent of Financial Institu- 
tions appears in the Main Estimates for the first time in 
1988-89. This Agency, constituted from the former Inspec-

is responsible for the administration of a supervisory 
‘ramework for federally-regulated financial institutions 
ind pension plans.

Expenditure Highlights for 1988-89 


Main Estimates for this envelope have decreased by $160 
nillion, owing mainly to decreased requirements for the 
Canada Post Corporation ($180 million) and the Depart- 
ment of Public Works ($73 million). The decreases have 
peen offset somewhat by increases in the Department of 
National Revenue—Taxation ($68 million), the Treasury 
Board Secretariat ($26 million), and Supply and Services 
$23 million). 

Over 89 per cent of the Estimates tabled for this en- 
velope are accounted for by seven departments or agencies. 
hey are Public Works ($915 million), Taxation ($889 mil- 
ion), Customs and Excise ($482 million), the Treasury 
soard Secretariat ($370 million), Supply and Services 
Panada ($276 million), Statistics Canada ($222 million), 
nd the Canada Post Corporation ($196 million). 

Providing accommodation for other government 
epartments is the major component of Public Works’ ap- 
‘ropriations and represents $738 million of Public Works’ 
“stimates, net of revenue. Approximately $50 million is 
‘eing transferred in 1988-89 from Public Works to other 
epartments to accommodate the implementation of 
farket Based Charging for its Services. These funds will 
e recovered from the clients as user fees. 

The largest single item for the Treasury Board 
ecretariat that is included in this envelope is the $301 mil- 
‘on in contributions, as the employer, to various insurance 
ad pension plans affecting Public Service employees. 

The budgetary Main Estimates for the Canada Post 
‘orporation of $196 million in 1988-89 will take the form 


of an infrastructure subsidy for services provided to Mem- 
bers of Parliament, the blind and Northern residents. This 
will be the first year that Canada Post Corporation will be 
self-sufficient and hence will not require the statutory 
deficit subsidy previously provided. However the Cor- 
poration will receive a loan of $110 million to fund capital 
acquisitions. 

The net cost to the envelope of the Supply and Ser- 
vices Program is $276 million. Supply operations are, for 
the most part, financed through the Supply Revolving 
Fund on a revenue-dependent basis so that the full costs of 
acquiring materials used by the various government depart- 
ments can be reflected in the costs for those individual 
departments. Expenditures in the Receiver General area of 
the Department will amount to $207 million, of which $36 
million is to compensate financial institutions for such 
banking services as cheque cashing and the handling of 
direct deposits. 

Other major components of the envelope are the 
Department of Finance, the Public Service Commission 
and the National Capital Commission. 

About one-half of the Finance Estimates in this en- 
velope represent the purchase of metals for the production 
of domestic coinage. This remains at a high level (although 
$11 million lower than 1987-88) due to the continued in- 
troduction of the new one dollar coin. The revenue 
produced by the domestic coinage operations is credited to 
the Consolidated Revenue Fund as part of non-tax 
budgetary revenue. The remainder of the Finance Es- 
timates in the envelope include the costs of administering 
large statutory programs and providing financial and 
economic policy advice. 

Though the Office of the Superintendent of Finan- 
cial Institutions will expend $34.2 million, $32.4 million 
of this will be recovered from fees charged the financial sec- 
tor, thus resulting in an appropriation of $1.8 million for 
the year. The Superintendent’s predecessor agencies did 
not have the authority to spend the fees which they col- 
lected. 

The Public Service Commission (PSC) will spend a 
total of $132 million to undertake staffing operations other 
than those delegated to individual departments, to assume 
a large portion of the language training costs for the Public 
Service and to handle appeal actions by public servants 
under the Public Service Employment Act. Developmental 
training programs are operated by the Commission on a

The major purpose of expenditures within the Public Debt 
envelope is to pay holders of certain federal government 
tiabilities the rate of return contracted at the time of issue. 
These interest-bearing liabilities include all of the federal 
government’s unmatured debt as well as a number of spe- 
cial funds and accounts. Unmatured debt includes the out- 
standing balances of Government of Canada domestic

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Expenditure Highlights for 1988-89 


The size of the Public Debt envelope is primarily a func- 
tion of the accumulation of past budgetary deficits or, in 
other words, the stock of net public debt outstanding. Net 
public debt increased dramatically in the past decade. The 
accumulation of debt results in increasing interest charges. 
Interest rates are also an important determinant of public 
debt charges, especially in the short term. The projected 
level of public debt charges for 1988-89 is determined by 
the stock of debt outstanding at the beginning of the year, 
by anticipated debt market operations during the year and 
by certain interest rate assumptions. In this respect, the 
Public Debt envelope differs from other envelopes, and 
cannot be viewed as a planned expenditure level. 

The 1988-89 Main Estimates of $32,055 million are 
$3,855 million, or 13.7 per cent higher than the 1987-88 
Main Estimates. The 1988-89 amount is $2,835 million 
higher than the current forecast for 1987-88.

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Chapter 4 
Expenditures by Type of Payment 


The previous chapter focused on the purposes for which 
departments spend. This chapter looks at how funds are 
spent across the government as a whole. Government ex- 
penditures can be categorized as transfers of funds to par- 
ticular bodies or individuals, as payments of debt servicing 
costs, as payments to Crown corporations, or as expendi- 
tures for the ongoing operations of departments and agen- 
cies. Table 4.1 presents a classification of the budgetary 
Main Estimates according to these various categories of 
oayment. 


Transfer payments comprise government expendi- 
tures, such as grants and contributions, that do not result 
in the direct receipt of goods or services. Transfer payments 
are made to other levels of government, to persons and to 
organizations. In total, the 1988-89 Main Estimates provide 
for transfer payments of $56,781 million, about 48 per cent 
of the total, and an increase of 6 per cent over the 1987-88 
Main Estimates. 

Transfer payments account for more than two-thirds 
of the total growth in budgetary Main Estimates, exclusive 
of public debt charges.

Under the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements and 
Federal Post-Secondary Education and Health Contributions 
Act, 1977, the federal government contributes to the financ- 
ing of insured health services, extended health care and 
post-secondary education. The total contribution takes the 
form of a cash payment and a tax transfer, and increases 
from year to year with growth in the national economy. 
The value of the tax transfer grows with the yield of the 
personal and corporate tax room transferred to the provin- 
ces. The difference between the total contribution and the 
value of the tax transfer constitutes the cash payment. The 
1988-89 Main Estimates include $9,413 million for the cash 
portion of this program. The total contribution, including 
both the tax transfer and cash payment, is expected to 
amount to $18.5 billion for 1988-89, an increase of 5.3 per 
cent from 1987-88. 

Federal contributions to the provinces under the 
Canada Assistance Plan are authorized by legislation 
passed in 1966. The federal contribution amounts to 50 per 
cent of eligible provincial and municipal expenditures for 
assistance payments to persons in need and for certain wel- 
fare and health services. Each province administers its own 
social assistance programs. Estimated federal expenditures 
in 1988-89 under the Canada Assistance Plan increase by 
6.7 per cent. 
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Fiscal transfer payments include equalization pay 
ments, subsidies under the Constitution Acts, Publi 
Utilities Income Tax Transfer and Reciprocal Taxation 
Equalization payments, accounting for 95 per cent of thes 
transfers, are unconditional payments to provinces to rais¢ 
to a standard level, the per capita revenue-raising capacit 
of lower-income provinces in order that they can provid 
their residents with reasonable levels of public services ¢ 
reasonable levels of taxation.

Transfers to Persons 


Payments to persons account for some 40 per cent of all 
‘ransfer payments and 19 per cent of the 1988-89 budgetary 
Main Estimates. Old Age Security, Guaranteed Income 
Supplement and Spouse’s Allowance payments together 
iccount for a significant portion of the payments in this 
sategory, as shown in Table 4.3. These payments to the 
Aderly of $15,530 million are $937 million higher than the 
sorresponding 1987-88 level.

Old Age Security payments are made to all eligible 
Yanadians over the age of 65, while the Guaranteed Income 
upplement is paid to those Canadians receiving Old Age 
ecurity who qualify on the basis of an income test. The 
‘rowth in payments to individuals is indexed by legisla- 
lon. The increase in these payments is attributable to 
igher monthly benefits resulting from indexation and to 
rowth in the size of the eligible populations. 

Another major program in the transfers to persons 
ategory is Family Allowances. Payments under this 
rogram are partially indexed and are made to all Canadian 
imilies with children under the age of 18. While the Fami- 
/ Allowance Act provides for an escalation in the average 
ayment per child the legislation incorporates a flexible 
omula that permits a province to vary payments accord- 
ig to the number and ages of the children in a family. 


The government’s contribution to the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Account, together with the premiums paid 
by employers and employed workers, is used to finance 
unemployment insurance benefits. 

The above-mentioned programs account for more 
than 90 per cent of total transfers to persons, and for al- 
most all of the growth in this type of payment since the 
1987-88 Main Estimates.

The subsidies category of transfer payments is made up of 
those grants and contributions to organizations and in- 
dividuals aimed at reducing the costs of production or 
assisting in the stabilization of market prices for com- 
modities or goods.

The Special Canadian Grains Program, as shown in 
the adjusted 1987-88, and the 1988-89, Main Estimates has 
declined by $406 million. The increase of $169 million in 
other subsidies is basically accounted for by the $259 
million for the new Canadian Explorations and Develop- 
ment Incentives Program, which more than offsets all 
other declines. 


Other Transfer Payments 


The other transfer payments category is, for the most part, 
comprised of grants and contributions to organizations, as- 
sociations, businesses and universities to assist in research 
projects, the development of technologies, and the promo- 
tion of educational and cultural initiatives. 
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Other transfer payments are shown in Table 4.5. 
They arise under a wide variety of programs, the single 
largest component being assistance to developing 
countries. The grants and contributions included in 
development assistance are used for bilateral and multi- 
ateral aid purposes, food aid assistance, special develop- 
nent assistance and international emergency relief.

Public debt charges are shown in Table 4.6. They include 
the interest due and payable on outstanding debt, the ser- 
vicing costs and the costs of issuing new loans. Their share 
in total expenditures has risen steadily in recent years. 
Public debt charges account for 60 per cent of the growth 
in statutory programs in these Main Estimates.

Most of the decline in payments to Crown corpora- 
tions is accounted for by the Canada Post Corporation. 
This year’s Main Estimates entry for the Canada Post Cor- 
poration of $196 million is a payment to cover the costs as- 
sociated with cultural mailings and to pay for services to 
Members of Parliament, blind persons and northern resi- 
dents. The $112 million increase for VIA Rail Canada Inc., 
including labour adjustment assistance, is for rail passenger 
service operations. Other significant decreases in Crown 
corporation payments occur in Atomic Energy of Canada 
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Limited, the Cape Breton Development Corporation an 
the Federal Business Development Bank, although thes 
are partly offset by increased payments to Canac 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation, and the Canadia 
Broadcasting Corporation. 


Operating and Capital Expénditures 


The final category of expenditures covers the operating and 
capital requirements of government departments and agen- 
cies and is shown in Table 4.8.

Chart E illustrates how the types of payments are dis- 
tributed by envelope. The majority of transfer payments, 
74 per cent, are in the Social Development envelope. These 
include payments to the provinces for insured health ser- 
vices and post-secondary education, payments to persons 
for old age security benefits, guaranteed income supple- 
ments, spouses allowances, family allowances, and the 
government’s contribution for unemployment insurance 
benefits. Social Development expenditures also constitute 
the majority, 64 per cent, of payments to Crown corpora- 
tions. The principal items here are the Canada Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation and the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation. The entire Defence budget is considered 
operating and capital expenditures and makes up 43 per 
cent of the government wide total. The bulk of the remain- 
ing operating and capital is spread rather evenly across the 
Social Development, Economic and Regional Develop: 
ment and Services to Government Envelopes.

_ Earlier chapters have described how the budgetary Main 
Estimates relate to the government’s overall expenditure 
plan. This chapter addresses why the remaining appropria- 
tions (loans, investments and advances) do not form part 
of that framework and how they fit 1 into the government’s 
overall fiscal planning. 

In the late 1970s and Sim 1980s, the expenditure 
framework encompassed both budgetary expenditures and 
non-budgetary loans, investments and advances (LIA). 
The underlying common factor was the fact that the 
government provided the funding for both types of disbur- 
sements in the short term. In recent years, a distinction has 
been made between the use of funds for investment pur- 
poses and the use of funds for current expenditure. 

The expenditure framework, or plan, now focuses on 
budgetary spending only, but the definition of budgetary 
expenditure has been expanded to include the concession- 
ary portion of LIA. Budgetary expenditures recognize the 
fact that certain loans, investments or advances do not 
result in any real change in the government’s asset hold- 
ings because they do not produce an income stream for the 
government, nor are they fully recoverable. This can occur 
for a variety of reasons, including changing circumstances 
during the term of the investment. Such transactions do 
not result in any real change in the government’s financial 
holdings. For this reason, the expenditure framework 
recognizes them as being the equivalent of budgetary 
spending by showing them as an explicit budgetary expen- 
diture entry known as the provision for valuation. (See 
Table 2.3 in Chapter 2.) Loans, investments and advances 
are initially recorded at cost and are subject to annual valua- 
tion adjustments to reflect estimated losses whether real- 
ized or not. Such adjustments are recorded as budgetary 
expenditures, on the authorization of the Minister of 
Finance and the President of the Treasury Board under Sec- 
tion 54 of the Financial Administration Act. These adjust- 
ments do not increase the financial requirements of the 
government. They simply reflect the recognition that there 
will be no future returns on those items and therefore they 
should be viewed as budgetary disbursements rather than 
as investments. 

Loans, investments and advances are considered non- 
dudgetary items because they increase the government’s 
‘inancial holdings. If and when those financial holdings are 
subsequently disposed of, the government’s cash balances 
‘ise to offset the decline in its other financial assets. Since 


the government’s financial holdings change only through 
the acquisition or disposal of assets, any earnings received 
and opportunity costs borne during the terms of those in- 
vestments are treated as budgetary costs. The interest the 
government pays on funds borrowed to make the initial 
investment is recorded as budgetary expenditure in the 
form of public debt charges, and the income earned as a 
result of those investments is recorded as budgetary non- 
tax revenue. 

Loan items appear in Main Estimates because the pur- 
chase of the financial assets they represent can be under- 
taken only with the authority provided by a parliamentary 
appropriation. However, they do not represent transfer 
payments or expenditures for work performed, goods 
received or services rendered. Therefore, though they do 
not directly form part of the expenditure framework, they 
are nevertheless an integral part of the government’s over- 
all fiscal plan. That plan encompasses budgetary revenues 
and expenditures, together with loans, investments and ad- 
vances and other non-budgetary transactions. The result- 
ing total financial requirements must be financed through 
debt or exchange transactions. 

The remainder of this chapter is devoted to a presen- 
tation of the loans, investments and advances for which 
authority is being sought in these Main Estimates. 
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The 1988-89 Main Estimates include non-budgetary 
LIA items that involve the issuance and repay ment of loans 
to federal Crown corporations, industry, other govern- 
ments and international financial institutions. Table 5.1 
summarizes those loans and compares them with those in- 
cluded in last year’s Main Estimates.

Loans and advances to, or investments in, Crown 
corporations and agencies represent the financial claims 
held by the government against corporations for working 
capital, capital expenditure and other purposes, investment 
in the capital stock and loans and advances for re-lending. 
The net repayments from loans, investments and advances 
to Crown corporations and agencies providing financial as- 
sistance to the private sector are being made by the Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation. Within that same 
category, however, the Export Development Corporation 
is being given new loans through the current Estimates. 

The $136 million being loaned to other Crown cor- 
porations includes a loan of $110 million to Canada Post 
Corporation and $25 million to the Northern Canada 
Power Commission. 

Loans to provincial and territorial governments for 
financing regional electrical interconnections amount to 
$9 million for 1988-89, an increase of $8 million from 
1987-88. 
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The $79 million in loans to national governments and 
development banks represents mainly a reclassification of 
development loans and commitments to development 
banks as non-budgetary rather than budgetary transac: 
tions. 

The majority of the remaining loans are accounted 
for by the $35 million to Native people for claims settle- 
ments and for the costs of researching and negotiating land 
claims. 


Table 5.2 sets out repayments of loans made in pre- 
vious years that have not been offset against new loans in 
1988-89 and thus do not appear elsewhere in the Main 
Estimates documentation. The large decrease in the 
forecast repayments for the Farm Credit Corporation 
reflects a decrease in repayments related to the Com- 


modity-Based Loan Program.

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The Estimates of the Government of Canada are structured 
in three Parts. Beginning with an overview of total 
government spending in Part I, the documents become 
increasingly more specific. Part II outlines spending 
according to departments, agencies and programs and

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Preface 


Introduction 


The purpose of these Estimates is to present to 
Parliament the budgetary and non-budgetary (loans, 
investments and advances ) expenditure proposals of the 
government for the fiscal year 1988-89. These Estimates 
include items, referred to as Votes, which Parliament is 
asked to approve through an Appropriation Act, as well 
as other Statutory items, for which the required 
expenditures have already been approved through 
existing legislation and which are included only for 
information purposes. The proposals with respect to 
Voted items are conveyed formally in these Estimates in 
the wording and amount of the Votes which, when 
included in an Appropriation Act, become the governing 
conditions under which the expenditures may be made. 

These Main Estimates (referred to as Part II of the 
Estimates ) result from an extensive review of the form of 
the Estimates that began in 1980. The review was 
initiated in response to suggestions for simplifying 
information in Estimates as well as providing more 
information on the actual performance of government 
programs. Leading proponents for change included the 
Auditor General, the Public Accounts Committee and 
the Royal Commission on Financial Management and 
Accountability. Various needs were identified ranging 
from an aggregate multi-year expenditure plan, 
developed within the context of the overall fiscal plan 
and highlighting expenditure priorities over future years, 
to detailed information for all departmental and agency 

_ programs including, where possible, estimates of 
measurable results for money spent. 

In response to these needs, a review of the Estimates 
was initiated resulting in the development of a three part 
concept. Extensive discussions were held with the Public 
Accounts Committee as well as individual Members of 
Parliament, culminating in a report tabled in the House 
of Commons by the Public Accounts Committee that 
strongly endorsed the three part concept and 
recommended that implementation proceed with 
priority. The report and its recommendations received 
unanimous consent. 


Estimates are divided into three parts, with each 
part providing successively more information on 
government expenditure plans. Part I, tabled in 
Parliament for the first time in 1981-82, is titled the 
Government Expenditure Plan and provides an overview 
of federal spending. It examines the government’s 
expenditure plan and situates the Main Estimates within 
that plan. It represents the point of accountability for the 
government for adherence to the expenditure plan. 

Part Il, the Main Estimates, is the document that 
directly supports the Appropriation Act, and was first 
tabled in this format in 1985-86. A description of its 
contents is provided later in this preface. 

Concurrent with Parts I and II, Part III, titled 
Department Expenditure Plan, is tabled annually in 
Parliament by the President of the Treasury Board on 
behalf of the Ministers responsible for individual 
departments and agencies. The structure of each 
expenditure plan is modular, allowing access to 
increasing levels of detail on programs. It provides 
information on the objectives and results of individual 
programs, including linkages between resource 
requirements; results (both planned and realized ); and 
objectives. This includes analysis by Object of 
Expenditure, the distribution of person-years by 
occupational category, a listing of major capital projects 
and derivation of the net program cost. 

The basic structural units of the Main Estimates are 
the Votes and Statutory items which total the proposed 
expenditures under each departmental or agency 
program (defined as a collection of activities having the 
same objective or set of objectives ). The following 
paragraphs outline the approach followed in presenting 
the Main Estimates. 

All Estimates data shown for the previous year in 
Part II are taken from the Main Estimates for that year. 
This approach was adopted to ensure that all previous 
year numbers were displayed on a consistent basis, both 
across all departments and agencies as well as within the 
current year Main Estimates. In a number of cases, 
adjustments have been made to the 1987-88 Main 
Estimates amounts to reflect changes in organizational 
components, transfer of responsibility, or revised 
displays. This technique provides a more relevant basis 
for comparison. 


1988-89 Main Estimates in Summary 


There are five government-wide summary tables 
included in the Introduction. The first table identifies 
budgetary and non-budgetary Main Estimates by 
department and agency and by type of Parliamentary 
authority. Budgetary expenditures encompass the cost of 
servicing the public debt; operating and capital 
expenditures of government departments and agencies; 
transfer payments and subsidies to other levels of 
government, organizations and individuals; and 
payments to Crown corporations. Loans, investments 
and advances, or non-budgetary expenditures, are 
outlays which represent changes in the value of the 
financial assets of the Government of Canada. Type of 
Parliamentary authority distinguishes between 
expenditures which are Statutory and those requiring 
annually Voted appropriations. 

The second summary table shows the distribution of 
budgetary Main Estimates by department and agency and 
Standard Object of Expenditure. The twelve Standard 
Objects of Expenditure are described in the Appendix to 
this Preface. 

The third summary table shows authorized person- 
years, by department and agency, for those departments 
and agencies whose person-years are subject to Treasury 
Board control. A person-year is the unit of control for 
personnel resources and refers to the employment of one 
person for one full year or the equivalent thereof (for 
example, the employment of three persons for four 
months each). A person-year may consist of regular time 
personnel (whether in Canada or abroad ), continuing 
and non-continuing, full-time, part time, seasonal, term 
or casual employees as well as ministerial staff, Governor 
in Council appointees, and other types of employees. 
With few exceptions, the Treasury Board directly 
controls the person-years of departments and agencies 
listed in Schedule I, Parts J and IJ, of the Public Service 
Staff Relations Act. 

The fourth table is the Proposed Schedule to the 
Appropriation Bill. This includes the Vote wording and 
Main Estimates amounts for all Votes that will be 
proposed to Parliament for approval. 

The final table is titled “Statutory Items in Main 
Estimates’. This table includes the current forecast of 
expenditures for each statutory authority within a 
program for which a financial requirement has been 
identified for inclusion in the Estimates. The purpose of 
this table is to provide Parliament with a comprehensive 
listing of all statutory expenditure forecasts that are 
included in these Estimates. 


The Presentation by Ministry, Department and 
Agency 


The programs for the departments and agencies for 
which a Minister is responsible or reports to Parliament 
are grouped together to provide a total ministry 
presentation. The ministries are then arranged in 
alphabetical order to make up the complete Main 
Estimates. The Ministries of State, which may be formed 
under authority of the Government Organization Act, 
1970, involve a more restrictive meaning of the term 
Ministry than that used here. Ministries of State are 
treated as departments for presentation purposes in 
these Estimates. 

Each ministry presentation will begin with a 
ministry summary table that shows, by Vote or Statutory 
item, the amount included in the Main Estimates for all 
programs comprising that Ministry. Abbreviated 
wordings are used in this table. 

In general, the individual program presentation is 
made up of four sections, as explained below. Where a 
section is inappropriate to the nature of a program it 
does not appear in the presentation for that program. 


Objectives 
A statement of the Objectives for each program is 
provided. 


Activity Descriptions 

The program is then explained through a description of 
the work carried on in each activity in pursuit of 
program objectives. 


The Program by Activities Table 
This table is designed to show in one place the total 
financial and person-year resources proposed for the 
program. The amounts of Voted and Statutory authorities 
are combined and distributed across the activities of 
each program. Activities are presented vertically with 
expenditures for each activity under the headings of 
Operating, Capital, Transfer Payments (Grants and 
Contributions ) and Loans, investments and advances 
displayed horizontally on the table. Revenue credited to 
the Vote, for those departments and agencies authorized 
to do so, and revenue associated with Revolving Funds is 
also included in this Table. 

Receipts credited to general non-tax revenue and 
services provided without charge by other government 
departments are included in Part III. 


Transfer Payments ' 


The transfer payments related to the program are 
specified. A transfer payment is a grant, contribution, or 
other transfer payment for which no goods and services 
are received, made for the purpose of furthering program 
objectives. Grants contributions and other transfer 
payments differ in five respects..First, contributions are 
conditional transfer payments whereas grants are 
unconditional. Second, contributions are subject to 
audit, while grants are not. Third, contributions require 
an arrangement between the recipient and the donor 
identifying the terms and conditions governing the 
payment, while grants do not. Fourth, other transfer 
payments are payments based on legislation or an 
arrangement which normally include a formula or 
schedule of payments as one element used to determine 
the annual amount; however, once a payment is made the 
recipient may redistribute the funds among the several 
categories of expenditure identified in the legislation or 
arrangement. Finally, the words shown in the Estimates 
describing a grant have a legislative character while 
those describing contributions and other transfer 
payments have only an informative character. The 
meaning of the word contributions in the vote wording is 
considered to include other transfer payments because 
of the similar characteristics that apply to each payment. 


Revolving Funds 
A Revolving Fund is a continuing or non-lapsing 

_ authorization by Parliament to make payments out of the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund up to a stipulated limit. As 
part of this authorization, these expenditure 
requirements can be offset, to the extent possible, by 
revenues generated. 

There are two related but different measures of 
financial activity over the fiscal year in a Revolving Fund. 
The first measures profit or loss in a manner similar to 
any commercial enterprise. The second involves the level 
of cash necessary to meet the capital and operating 
‘requirements of the Fund. This relates to the use of the 
authorizations provided by Parliament. In order to 
feconcile these two items, it is necessary to adjust the 
calculated profit or loss for any entries, such as 
depreciation, that do not involve the outlay of cash. It is 
also necessary to include transactions that require cash 
but are not part of the profit or loss calculations. The 
‘formal items to be considered in this respect include the 
financing of net assets (working capital), new capital 
acquisitions and, in some cases, accumulated operating 
deficits. Because of its relationship to the Parliamentary 
authorization, it is this use of cash that is the primary 
‘ocus of the display in Estimates. 


Revolving Funds may be used to finance programs, 
activities within programs or parts of activities. If an 
entire program is funded through a Revolving Fund, the 
basic Program by Activities Table is supplemented by 
another table that shows the operating profit or loss of 
each activity of the program. A footnote to this table will 
reconcile the overall profit or loss to the Estimates cash 
requirement and make reference to Part III for further 
information. 

If an activity of a program is entirely financed 
through a Revolving Fund, that activity will be shown on 
a cash basis in the Program by Activities Table. This 
display will then be footnoted to relate the expected 
operating loss or profit to the Estimates cash 
requirements and make reference to Part III for further 
information. When part of an activity is funded through a 
Revolving Fund, a footnote to the table will disclose the 
expected operating profit or loss, relate that balance to 
the Estimates cash requirement or make reference to Part 
III for further information. 


Crown Corporations 


The general principle followed in Part II of the Estimates 
is to provide information related to operations being 
funded through appropriations, rather than the 
corporate financial plan in its entirety. The Summaries of 
corporate plans and budgets, tabled separately, are 
intended to be the source of more detailed information 
for the use of parliamentarians in their review of Crown 
Corporations’ spending. 

Crown corporations for which appropriations are 
being requested can be displayed in one of two ways: 

(i) in some cases, the funding for a Crown 

Corporation forms part of a Program for a 

Department; 

(1i) in other cases, the Crown Corporation is treated 

separately, as an organization within a Department 

or Ministry. 

In all cases, a separate presentation is provided for 
Crown Corporations displays (although in the case of (i ) 
above the display is for information only and is entitled 
“further details” ). Each Crown Corporation display 
consists of three standard sections: 

(a) Objective(s ) 

(b) Description of Funding Through Appropriations 

(¢) Summary of Funding Through Appropriations. 


Objective(s) 
This section describes the objectives of the Crown 
Corporation. 


Description of Funding through Appropriations 

This section outlines the major businesses and activities 
for which funding through appropriations is needed. The 
section also describes, to the extent disclosed in the 
Summary of Funding Through Appropriations, major 
categories of expenses. 


Summary of Funding through Appropriations 
This table provides details of financial requirements to 
be met through appropriations. Formats may vary 
according to the circumstances of individual 
corporations and the form of disclosure adopted in their 
summaries of corporate plans and budgets and their 
annual financial statements. The presentation: 
(i) separates budgetary and non-budgetary funding 
according to the major business and activities of the 
corporation; 
(ii) identifies the amount of budgetary funding 
required for operating purposes, acquisition of fixed 
assets and other non-current assets; 
(iii) if budgetary funds are required for operating 
purposes, identifies the planned expenses, revenues 
and non-cash or other adjustments upon which the 
request is based. 
This table also shows person-year resources if they are 
controlled. 


Vote Structure 


In general, the program and Vote structure correspond 
in that there is usually only one Vote for each program. 
The wording of a Vote and its amount are included in an 
Appropriation Act which provides the authority and the 
limit for payments to be charged against the Vote; it does 
not create a commitment to spend the entire amount. 
There are, however, certain exceptions to the normal 
Vote structure as outlined in the following paragraphs. 
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Capital and Grants and Contributions 

The most frequent departures from this concept occur 
when the capital or grants, contributions and other 
transfer payments expenditures for a program are large. 
Where capital expenditures within a program equal or 
exceed $5 million, there is a “capital expenditures Vote” 
and where the total of transfer payments equals or 
exceeds $5 million, there is a “‘transfer payments Vote’’, 
in addition to any Vote for operating expenditures. 
Capital expenditures are defined as those falling under 
Standard Objects 8 and 9, which cover the construction 
and acquisition of lands, buildings, works, machinery and 
equipment. Where a department expects to draw upon its 
own labour or supplies and materials or employs 
consultants for purposes of creating capital assets, the 
expected outlays under these headings are also included 
in capital expenditure Votes where such Votes are 
required. The inclusion of a grant, contribution or other 
transfer payment item in Estimates imposes no 
requirement to pay any or all of the amount, nor does it 
give a projective recipient any right to the funds. 


Special Votes 

Crown Corporation Deficits and Separate Legal 
Entities — The one Vote to one program concept does not 
apply in situations where a separate Vote is established to 
cover the appropriation necessary for a payment toa 
Crown corporation or the expenditures of a legal entity 
where such expenditures are included ina larger 
program. A legal entity for these purposes is defined asa 
unit of government operating under an Act of Parliament 
and responsible directly to a Minister. 

Occasionally, there are unique circumstances 
calling for special approaches to Vote structures. These 
include the Medical Services Program of National Health 
and Welfare, the two Treasury Board centrally financed 
Votes — Treasury Board Contingencies Vote and Treasury 
Board portion of the Employment Strategy, and the 
Canadian Security Intelligence Service. 

Medical Services Program — The payments made for 
medical assistance to Indian bands and Indian and Inuit 
associations or groups under the Medical Services 
Program of the Department of National Health and 
Welfare are all in the contributions category which, since 
they exceed $5 million in total, would ordinarily be 
included in a separate grants and contributions Vote. An 
exception is made in this case and the contributions 
under this program are carried in the operating 
expenditures Vote so as to allow the department 
flexibility to provide the required assistance in the most 
effective manner throughout the year, whether through 
contributions or through measures normally financed in 
the operating expenditures Vote. 


Treasury Board Contingencies Vote — This Vote 
provides funds to meet expenditures of a miscellaneous 
character which cannot be foreseen when the Estimates 
are developed and to meet additional paylist costs, such 
as those arising out of collective bargaining agreements 
that come into effect in the Estimates Year and which 
exceed the provision for these costs included in 
individual Votes of departments and agencies. Allotments 
made from the Contingencies Vote in the course of the 
fiscal year are subsequently recouped through the 
Supplementary Estimates except for allotments for paylist 
purposes which do not reflect changes in the content or 
level of activity of the program to which they are made; 
these usually provide for increased rates of pay arising out 
of collective bargaining agreements. Following an 
approach similar to that used for the other non-salary 
allotments would require the inclusion in Supplementary 
Estimates of items in identical terms for most 
departments and agencies and would result in an 
inordinate increase in the size of the Supplementary 
Estimates document without a corresponding increase in 
its informative character. It is for this reason that 
allotments for paylist purposes are not recouped. 

Treasury Board portion of the Employment 
Strategy — This Vote provides for the supplementing of 


- other Votes for portions of the Employment Strategy 


Program which could not be included in the appropriate 
Votes of the departments or agencies at the time the 
Estimates were prepared. Treasury Board supplements 
Votes in other departments or agencies on the basis of 


_ component programs whose levels are determined 


annually. 
Canadian Security Intelligence Service— For 
administrative purposes, all operating and capital 


expenditures have been combined in a single Program 
_ Expenditures Vote. 


Summary 

In summary, the following kinds of Votes occur in the 
Estimates in addition to Statutory items and with the 
exceptions noted above. 

(a) Program Expenditures Votes — This type of Vote 


occurs where there is no requirement for either a 
separate ‘capital expenditures” Vote ora “grants 
and contributions” Vote because neither of these 
proposed expenditures equals or exceeds $5 million. 
In these cases, all expenditures of the program will be 
charged to the program expenditures Vote. 


(b) Operating Expenditures Votes — This type of Vote 
will be used to cover operating expenditures when 
there is at the same time a requirement for eithera 
capital expenditures Vote or a grants and 
contributions Vote or both. When an operating 
expenditures Vote is used and there is no 
requirement for a capital expenditures Vote, that is 
when capital expenditures do not equal or exceed 
$5 million, capital expenditures will be included in 
the operating expenditures Vote. Where an operating 
expenditures Vote is used and there is no 
requirement for a grants and contributions Vote, that 
is when grants and contributions do not equal or 
exceed $5 million, grants and contributions will be 
included in the operating expenditures Vote. 

(c) Capital Expenditures Votes — This type of Vote will 
be used when the capital expenditures in a program 
equal or exceed $5 million. 

(da) Grants and Contributions Votes — This type of Vote 
will be used when the amount of grants and 
contributions in a program equals or exceeds 
$5 million. 

(e) Non-Budgetary Votes — This type of Vote, preceded 
by the letter L, is used for non-budgetary items such 
as loans or advances to and investments in Crown 
Corporations; loans or advances for specific purposes 
to other governments and international 
organizations Or persons or corporations in the 
private sector. 

The words “‘the grants listed in the Estimates and 

contributions/other transfer payments’’ will be added to 

the standard Vote wording where grants, contributions 
and/or other transfer payments are included in the Vote. 

Where there are contributions/other transfer payments 

only, the words “‘the grants listed in the Estimates” are 

eliminated, and where there are grants only, the words 

“and contributions/other transfer payments” are 

eliminated. Should the need arise in the course of the 

year for contributions/other transfer payments ina 
program where the Vote wording in Estimates does not 
mention these types of expenditure, they could be 
charged to the program expenditures Vote or the 
operating expenditures Vote, depending on the type of 

Vote that had been used for the program, provided that 

the expenditure falls within the ambit of the Vote. 


Changes in 1988-89 Estimates 


The purpose of this section is two-fold. As in previous 
years, it will describe changes in Vote, program and 
other presentations in order to permit reconciliation of 
the 1987-88 Main Estimates with the 1988-89 
Estimates. In addition, this section will detail those 
Votes that contain specific authority that differs from 
that included in the previous year’s Main Estimates as 
well as new expenditure authorities appearing for the 
first time. In light of the Speaker’s rulings, the 
government has made a commitment that the only 
legislation that will be amended through the Estimates 
process, other than cases specifically authorized by 
Statute, will be previous Appropriation Acts. Specific 
changes in format or authority and any new authorities 
are detailed below: 

Agriculture— Payments associated with Special Grains 
program in the Grains and Oilseeds Program are forecast 
to be $292.3 million which requires the introduction ofa 
specific Transfer Payments Vote in the Estimates. 

Farm Credit Corporation— The 1987-88 Main Estimates 
contained a budgetary vote for payments to the Farm 
Credit Corporation. This authority is not required in the 
1988-89 Main Estimates. 

Atlantic Canada Opportunities Agency— This agency 
was established during the 1987-88 fiscal year and is 
appearing in the Main Estimates for the first time. Three 
votes are provided for the agency: two votes are 
associated with budgetary expenditures while the third 
seeks authority to make loans to specified Cape Breton 
industries. 

National Archives of Canada— The National Archives of 
Canada Act was passed by Parliament during the 1987-88 
fiscal year. This agency, in effect, replaces the former 
Public Archives and is appearing in the 1988-89 Main 
Estimates for the first time. Similarly a vote for the Public 
Archives is not required in these Main Estimates. 
National Museums of Canada-— The Operating 
expenditures vote wording is amended to provide 
authority for transfer payments. The National Programs 
Activity of the corporation was transferred to the 
Department of Communications during 1987-88. A large 
part of the transfer included resources associated with 
transfer payments which has caused the level of transfer 
payments requirements to fall below $5 million. 
Accordingly a separate transfer payments vote is not 
required in these Estimates. 

Canada Post Corporation— The 1987-88 Main Estimates 
included a vote to provide for payments to the 
Corporation for capital equipment and other costs which 
will benefit future users of postal services. The vote is not 
required in these Estimates. 

Hazardous Materials Information Review 
Commission— This agency is appearing in the Main 
Estimates for the first time. 


Employment and Immigration— The vote wording in the 
1988-89 Main Estimates Immigration Program has been 
amended to delete the authority for grants. 

Energy Mines and Resources— The 1987-88 Main 
Estimates provided authority for payments under the 
Petroleum Incentives Program Act. The name of the Act 
has been changed to the Canadian Exploration and 
Development Incentive Program Act. 

Canadian International Development Agency— The 
1987-88 Main Estimates provided authority to issue non- 
interest bearing, non-negotiable demand notes to the 
African Development Bank, the Inter-American 
Development Bank, the Asian Development Bank and the 
Caribbean Development Bank. In the 1988-89 Estimates, 
the only authority requested relates to the African 
Development Bank. 

Finance— The 1987-88 Main Estimates provided 
authority to make a payment to the International Finance 
Corporation in accordance with the Breton Woods and 
Related Agreements Act. The 1988-89 Main Estimates 
seeks authority under the Act to make payments to the 
International Bank for Reconstruction and Development 
and the International Finance Corporation. 

Finance— The Inspector General of Banks Program was 
terminated during 1987-88 and does not appear in the 
1988-89 Main Estimates. 

Department of Insurance— This department was 
terminated in 1987-88. 

Superintendent of Financial Institutions— This agency 
was created by legislation during 1987-88 witha 
mandate that includes the responsibilities of the former 
Department of Insurance and the Inspector General of 
Banks Program. It is appearing in the Main Estimates for 
the first time. 

Governor General— The vote wording has been extended 
to provide authority for the payment of grants. 

Indian Affairs and Northern Development-— The Indian 
and Inuit Affairs Program contains a new non-budgetary 
vote which seeks authority to make loans to the Council of 
Yukon Indians. The vote last appeared in the 1986-87 
Main Estimates in the former Native Claims Program. 
Northern Canada Power Commission— A new non- 


budgetary vote is included in the 1988-89 Main Estimates 


to provide loans to the corporation. A similar authority 
appeared in the 1986-87 Main Estimates. 

Western Diversification Office— This agency was 
established during the 1987-88 fiscal year and is 
appearing in the Main Estimates for the first time. Two 


votes are provided for the agency: one seeks authority for § 


operating expenditures while the other seeks authority 
for transfer payments. 

National Health and Welfare—The vote wording of the 
XV Olympic Winter Games Program has been amended to 
delete the authority for contribution payments.

Public Works— The 1987-88 Main Estimates for the 
Services Program of Public Works contained a vote to 
reimburse the Public Works Revolving Fund for indirect 
expenditures that it could not charge its client 
departments and agencies and a vote to provide for 
capital expenditures. With the advent of a total revenue 
dependency posture in the Services Program, these votes 
are no longer required. 
Public Works— The 1987-88 Main Estimates for the 
Government Realty Assets Support Program contained a 
budgetary vote for payments to Canada Lands Company 
(Vieux-Port de Québec ) Inc. This authority is not 
required in the 1988-89 Main Estimates. 
Public Works— A new vote to provide for payments to the 
Canada Lands Company (Le Vieux-Port de Montréal ) 
Limited to provide for operating and capital expenditures 
is included in the 1988-89 Main Estimates for the 
Government Realty Assets Support Program. This 
authority appeared previously in the 1986-87 Main 
Estimates. 
Public Works— The 1987-88 Main Estimates 

— contained a budgetary vote to provide payments to 
Defence Construction (1951 ) Limited. This authority is 

_ not required in the 1988-89 Main Estimates. 

_ Regional Industrial Expansion— The 1987-88 Main 
Estimates contained a non-budgetary vote to provide 

_ payments pursuant to the Atlantic Fisheries Restructuring 

- Act. This authority is not required in the 1988-89 Main 

_ Estimates. 

_ Cape Breton Development Corporation— The 1987-88 
Main Estimates contained a vote to provide for payments 
related to operating and maintenance losses of the 
Corporation related to properties acquired under the 
Cape Breton Development Corporation Act. This 
authority is not required in the 1988-89 Main Estimates. 

Royal Canadian Mounted Police Esternal Review 

'Committee— This agency is appearing as a separate 
Program in the Main Estimates for the first time in 1988-— 

89. Resources associated with this activity in 1987-88 

were included as part of the Solicitor General 

(Department ) Program. 

_Transport— The 1987-88 Main Estimates contained a 

vote to provide payments to the St. Lawrence Seaway 

Authority to provide for an enhanced maintenance 
program of the Welland Canal. The 1988-89 vote 

wording has been adjusted to remove certain words 

which merely restated an authority that Parliament has 
already delegated to the Treasury Board in the Financial 

Administration Act. 

Transport— The 1987-88 Main Estimates contained a 

vote to provide for a loan to the St. John’s Port 

Corporation in accordance with terms and conditions to 

be approved by the Governor in Council. The terms and 

conditions of the loan have been approved; accordingly 
reference to the Governor in Council is not required in 
the 1988-89 Main Estimates. 


Canadian Transport Commission/National 
Transportation Agency— Pursuant to the National 
Transportation Act 1986, the activities of the Canadian 
Transport Commission were terminated and a new 
agency with a more widespread mandate was created. 
Accordingly the National Transportation Agency is 
appearing for the first time in the 1988-89 Main 
Estimates. 

Treasury Board- As part of the Master Agreement 
concluded between the Treasury Board and most unions 
representing employees for whom Treasury Board is the 
employer, a new Public Service Dental Plan was 
introduced in 1987. Part of this agreement provides that 
the employee’s share of the premium reduction under 
Section 64(4 ) of the Unemployment Insurance Act 1971 
will be paid directly to the dental plan insurer. 
Accordingly a minor change to the vote wording in the 
Employer Contribution to Insurance Plans Program has 
been made to provide for these amounts to be paid 
directly to the insurer. 

Veterans Affairs— The Veterans Appeal Board was 
established as a new Program in the Veterans Affairs 
Ministry. Part of the mandate for the Board includes the 
activities of the former War Veterans Allowance Board 
Program and the Pension Review Board Program. 
Accordingly a new vote for the Veterans Appeal Board has 
been established in the 1988-89 Main Estimates and the 
votes associated with the two former Boards are no longer 
required.

There is, in addition, a revenue object, number 13, 
to cover revenues that may be credited to a Vote. In 
certain specific situations, Parliament authorizes 
departments or agencies to spend revenues generated 
from their operations in the same manner as any funds 
appropriated through that Vote. A brief explanation of 
each Standard Object follows. 
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1. Personnel 

Includes salaries and wages, overtime, severance pay, 
retroactive pay and other special pay of civilian 
continuing (full-time ) or term (part-time, seasonal and 
casual ) employees except those of agency and 
proprietary Crown Corporations, as well as members of 
the military and the RCMP. Also included are Judges’ 
salaries, those of the Governor General, the Lieutenant- 
Governors and the indemnities to Members of both 
Houses of Parliament, and all types of allowances paid to 
or in respect of continuing and term employees, such as 
Living, Terminable, Foreign Service, Isolated Post, and 
board and subsistence allowances, shift differential 
allowances for assistants, and other such allowances. In 
addition, it includes Minister's Motor Car Allowances, 
and the Expense Allowances to Senators and Members of 
the House of Commons. 


Also included in this group are the government’s 
contribution to various employee benefit plans (the 
Public Service Superannuation Account, the 
Supplementary Retirement Benefits Account, the Canada 
Pension Plan Account, the Quebec Pension Plan, the 
Public Service Death Benefit Account and the 
Unemployment Insurance Account ), the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police Superannuation Account, the Canadian 
Forces Superannuation Account and the Members of 
Parliament Retiring Allowances Account; and 
Government’s contribution to provincial and other 
medical and hospital insurance plans. Also includes 
supplementary personnel costs for various purposes. 


2. Transportation and Communications 

Includes travelling and transportation expenses of 
government employees, Members of the Defence Forces 
and the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, removal 
expenses of those persons and their dependents, and 
living and other expenses of such persons on travel 
status; Judges’ travelling expenses, and travelling 
expenses and allowances payable to Senators and 
Members of the House of Commons. Also includes 
transportation of persons by contract and chartered 
facilities or by other means, including travelling 
expenses of persons engaged in field survey work, 
inspections and investigations. Also includes travelling 
and transportation of non-Government employees such 
as travel costs of veterans who are applicants for 
treatment or pensions. 

Includes ordinary postage, air mail, registered mail, 
parcel post special delivery mail, post office box rentals, 
and any other postal charges. 

Also includes the expenditures for transportation of 
goods other than initial delivery cost ona purchase 
(which is included in the Standard Object covering the 
cost of the purchase itself) including charges for courier 
services provided by outside carriers. 

Includes all costs of telecommunication services by 
telephone, telegram, cable, teletype, radio and wireless 
communication (tolls, rates, etc.) and other 
communication costs such as courier services provided 
by outside agencies and communication services 
performed under contract or agreement. 


3. Information 
This Standard Object contains three main categories of 
expenditures. 


Advertising services, 


Includes advertising services acquired for publicity and 
general purposes from advertising agencies or directly 
for time on broadcast media or for space in print media 
or on outdoor posters or billboards. It includes 
advertising and creative work services such as graphic 
artwork. 


Publishing, printing and exposition services 


Includes publishing services for commissioning, 
marketing, distribution and sales of publications 
sponsored by the department, and for the acquisition of 
related government publications. Also included are 
‘printing services for printing, duplicating, photocopying, 
text editing, design of graphics, art work, technical and 
advisory services such as computerized text processing 
and mass transmission of printed material. In addition. it 
includes exposition services such as exhibits and 
associated audio-visual services related to exhibitions 
and displays. 


Public Relations and Public Affairs Services. 


Includes services for attitude surveys, sales promotion, 
marketing, export marketing, public relations and 
publicity. Services for speech writing, press releases, 
briefing, press conferences and special events. Public 
Affairs Services for attitude surveys, opinion polls, 
service assessment survey, contracts to organize and 
operate focus groups and media monitoring services. 


4. Professional and Special Services 

includes provision for all professional services 
derformed by individuals or organizations such as 
Jayments in the nature of fees, commissions etc. for the 
iervices of accountants, lawyers, architects, engineers, 
icientific analysts, reporters, and translators: for 
eachers at various levels of educational institutions: for 
loctors, nurses and other medical personnel; for 
fanagement, data processing and other research 
‘onsultants; and for other outside technical, professional 
nd other expert assistance. 

Includes payments for hospital treatment, care of 
eterans and welfare services, payments for the provision 
f services at computer service bureaus, payment of 
dition for Indians at non-federal schools, purchase of 
‘aining services under the Adult Occupational Training 
ct, and payments made to the Public Service 
Ommission for training. 


Includes payments for Corps of Commissionaires 
services and for other operational and maintenance 
services performed under contracts, such as armoured 
cars, laundry and dry cleaning, cleaning of buildings, 
temporary help, hospitality, storage and warehousing, 
and other business services, as well as payments made to 
DSS for contract administration. 


5. Rentals 

Incudes provision for rentals of all kinds: rental of 
properties required for special purposes by the various 
departments and for the accommodation of government 
offices and services by the Department of Public Works: 
hire and charter — with or without crew — of vessels, 
aircraft, motor vehicles and other equipment; and rental 
of telecommunication and office equipment including 
computers. Storage and warehousing services is however 
in Standard Object 4 even though it involves the rental of 
space. 


6. Purchased Repair and Maintenance 

Provision is made in this Standard Object for the repair 
and upkeep under contract of the durable physical assets 
provided for in Standard Object 8 and of equipment 
provided for in Standard Object 9. Also included in this 
object are payments to Public Works for tenant services. 
Materials, supplies and other charges entering into the 
cost of such repairs undertaken by a department directly 
are coded to other objects, according to the nature of the 
purchase. 


7. Utilities, Materials and Supplies 

Included here is the provision for all payments for 
services of a type normally provided by a municipality, or 
public utility service such as the supply of water, 
electricity, gas, etc., and includes water, light, power 
and gas services, school fees, and payment for such 
services whether obtained from the municipality or 
elsewhere. 


It also includes provision for materials and supplies 
required for normal operation and maintenance of 
government services such as gasoline and oil purchased 
in bulk; fuel for ships, planes, transport, heating, etc.; 
feed for livstock; food and other supplies for ships and 
other establishments; livestock purchased for ultimate 
consumption or resale; seed for farming operations; 
food, clothing and other supplies for sick and indigent 
Indians; text books and school supplies purchased for 
Indian schools; books and other publications purchased 
for outside distribution; uniforms and kits; photographs, 
maps and charts purchased for administrative and 
operational purposes; laboratory and scientific supplies, 
including samples for testing; drafting, blueprinting and 
artists’ supplies; supplies for surveys, investigations, etc.; 
chemicals; hospital, surgical and medical supplies; 
works of art for exhibits, and historical material for 
galleries, museums and archives char service supplies; 
coal and wood; electrical supplies; repair parts other 
than parts normally acquired with equipment at the time 
of purchase for aircraft, ships, road vehicles, and for 
communication and other equipment; and all other 
materials and supplies. 

Machinery and equipment, and attachments and 
accessories for such machinery costing less than $500 
are included here. Those costing more than $500 are 
included in Standard Object 9. 


8. Construction and/or Acquisition of Land, Buildings, 
and Works 

Includes provision for all expenditures pursuant to 
contracts for new construction of buildings, roads, 
irrigation works, canals, airports, wharves, bridges and 
other such types of fixed assets, and reconstruction of 
such types of physical assets, improvements involving 
additions or changes of a structural nature, and also for 
installing fixed equipment which is essentially a part of 
the work or structure such as elevators, heating and 
ventilating equipment, etc. It includes all such projects 
performed under contract or agreement. The purchase of 
land is also included. Expenditures for casual employees 
hired or continuing employees assigned to work full or 
part time on specifed projects, and of materials 
purchased directly for use on such projects are, however, 
charged to Standard Objects 1 or 7 respectively. 


9. Construction and/or Acquisition of Machinery and 
Equipment 

Includes expenditures for all machinery, equipment, 
office furniture and furnishings, E.D.P. and electronic or 
other office equipment; microfilming equipment and 
supplies, inter-office communication equipment, postal 
meter machines, machine records and all other office 
equipment; motor vehicles, aeroplanes, tractors, road 
equipment, telecommunications and related equipment, 
laboratory and other scientific equipment, vessels, 
icebreakers and other aids to navigation and all other 
types of light and heavy equipment; includes 
ammunition and various types of equipment for National 
Defence, such as ships, aircraft, mechanical equipment, 
fighting vehicles, weapons, engines and such spare parts 
and supplies as are normally acquired with that 
equipment at the time of purchase. 

Machinery and equipment, and attachments and 
accessories for such machinery costing more than $500 
are included here. Those costing less than $500 are 
included in Standard Object 7. 


10. Transfer Payments 

Transfer payments comprise grants, contributions, 
subsidies and all payments made by government for 
which no goods or services are received. 

This category includes the major social assistance 
payments made to persons such as Old Age Security 
benefits and related allowances, Family Allowances, 
Veterans’ pensions and allowances; subsidies and 
payments to the provinces and territories under the 
Constitution Acts, the Federal-Provincial Fiscal | 
Arrangements and Federal-Post Secondary Education and | 
Health Contributions Act, 1977 and other statutes for 
medicare, hospital insurance, and official languages and 
for the Canada Assistance Plan; subsidies and capital 
assistance to industry including the oil import 
compensation payments; research grants and other 
assistance towards research carried on by non- 
governmental organizations; scholarships; sustaining 
grants to many national non-profit organizations; i 
payments to municipalities for grants in lieu of taxes; | 
contributions to international organizations and ) 
assessments for membership in such organizations, such © 
as the contribution to the International Food Aid | 
Program and Canada’s assessment for membership in the ; 


UN. 
Most of the payments in this Object are identified in { 
the Estimates Details as “Grants” or “Contributions”. } 
The former are not subject to audit and are therefore | 
restricted by Parliament as to amount and recipient and | 
often as to purpose; the latter are conditional and | 
subject to audit and are not so restricted. . 


11. Public Debt Charges 

Includes interest on the unmatured debt of Canada 
(including Treasury Bills ) and on other liabilities such as 
trust and other special funds. It also includes cost of 
issuing new loans, amortization of bond discount, 
premiums and commissions, and the costs of servicing 
the Public Debt. 


12. Other Subsidies and Payments 
Includes payments to Crown and some other government 
corporations or organizations, and to certain non- 
budgetary accounts, as well as the write-offs of various 
types of losses, the annual adjustment of reserves for 
financial claims and some other miscellaneous items 
referred to as ‘‘Sundries’’. Payments made to Crown 
corporations include those made to provide for 
operating deficits as well as other transfers paid to 
Crown corporations; payments to other government 
controlled corporations or organizations include those 
made to entities such as the National Arts Centre. 
Payments made to non-budgetary accounts include the 
government contributions to the unemployment 
insurance, western grain stabilization and agricultural 
commodities stabilization accounts as well as benefits 
under the Veterans Land Act. 

Miscellaneous expenditures includes licences, 
permits and payments for dockage, towage, whartage and 
mooring privilages; bonding of government employees, 
loss of personal effects, and expenditures for small 
miscellaneous articles and services. Also included are 
many small items and services which do not lend 
themselves to identification under specific headings 
detailed in this summary. 


13. Revenues Credited to the Vote 

Revenues credited to the Vote in accordance with 
Parliamentary authority, are coded in this Standard 
Object. Major items include rentals received on 
government-owned buildings and equipment; receipts 
from the provision of police services to other levels of 
government; receipts of revolving funds; as well as 
recoveries of costs from provincial governments, other 
national governments, and from other departments and 
agencies.

Administers, develops and implements policies and programs for the stabilization and support of grains and oilseeds 
sector; makes contributions, collects levies and issues payments to grains and oilseeds producers under the Western 
Grain Stabilization Act; makes payments to the Canadian Wheat Board (CWB) of interest on cash advances on farm 
Stored grain to producers in Western Canada; reimburses the CWB for defaults of payments on cash advances by grain 
producers and for deficits incurred on the Canadian Wheat Board pool account: provides a focus for the federal 
telationship to the co-operative sector; and provides industry support, grants and contributions, to promote 
improvement and competitiveness in grains and oilseeds products. 


International Policy and Trade 

Maintain and expand Canadian trade in grains, oilseeds, and products by analysing developments and preparing policy 
options on international trade and marketing issues. Participates in bilateral and multilateral trade negotiations 
including market access. Facilitates the marketing of grains and oilseeds by advising exporters on the use of various 
programs, including export credits, food aid and export market development. Represents Canada in relevant 
international fora. Maintaining a data base on the international trade in grains and oilseeds. 


Management and Administration 

Provides administrative support to the Office of the Minister of State (Grains and Oilseeds ); directs the federal 
yovernment support activities for the development and efficient and effective delivery of grains and oilseeds policies, 
rograms and services; analyses domestic and international policies and economic situations as they affect the grains 
ind oilseeds industry, and provides financial and administrative services for the Grains and Oilseeds Branch.

Objective 


To develop and provide a national broadcasting service for all Canadians in both official languages, in television and 
radio, and an international service, both of which should be primarily Canadian in content and character. 


Description of Funding Through Appropriations 


The main activities of the Corporation in the attainment of its objectives are set out below under the main captions of 
National Broadcasting Service and Capital Activities. 


National Broadcasting Service 
Programs: This activity includes all broadcasting services, whether radio or television, French or English national, 
regional, or local. It embraces: 
e the planning of individual broadcasts and the broadcast schedules to meet the objectives outlined, 
e the procurement of programs from other production agencies which assist in meeting the objectives, and 
e production of programs live, on film, or on magnetic tape, or other such broadcast recording techniques.as may be 
appropriate. 


Distribution: The distribution of the national broadcasting service to all possible parts of Canada through 
corporations or privately-owned outlets. The methods of delivery include satellite, microwave, landlines, and the 
shipping of film and tapes. Included in this activity is the provision of the signal that delivers the service to the 
individual radio and television receiver through Corporation-owned transmitters, payments to privately-owned 
affiliates carrying Corporation programs, low power transmitters to serve sparsely populated areas, and facilities to 
delay or pre-release broadcasts as required in the time zones throughout the nation. 


Operational Management and Services: This activity embraces those support services located at the various 
production/transmission centres, such as local management, program supervision, engineering services and the 
necessary personnel, financial and administration services. 


Selling Expenses (including commissions to agencies and networks ): The sales and marketing effort necessary to 
program and time sales to advertisers. It also includes commissions paid to other broadcasting networks for programs 
or to advertising agencies for sales of network air time or programs. 


Radio Canada International: This activity embraces English, French and foreign language program production 
for, and the transmission to, foreign countries as a direct means of projecting abroad a Canadian image, the 
development of interest in Canada in potential immigrants and tourists, and the maintenance of a personal link 
between Canadians and their relatives and countrymen abroad, as an indirect promotion aid for foreign policy, trade, 
etc. 


Corporate Engineering Services: This activity includes applied research, development, and training in the fields 
of broadcast production and distribution technology; the provision of architectural and design services; establishment 
of technical standards; and supervision over and/or installation of major capital projects. 


Corporate Management Services: Those functions which must be discharged on a corporate basis are included in 
this activity. These comprise executive direction, policy and standards formulation; corporate planning co-ordination 
and external relations. Also included are some support services which remain centralized for economic reasons, such 
as payroll, legal services, program research, statistics, etc.

Capital Activities 

Represents capital expenditures for construction to extend the national service to those parts of Canada not yet served 
in the appropriate language; to improve coverage of existing stations through relocation and/or increase in power; to 
make essential improvements to existing plant and equipment to maintain efficient operation and to replace obsolete 
and worn-out equipment; and for consolidating present scattered and inadequate facilities at Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation main locations across Canada, thereby improving efficiency of operations.

Refugee Status Advisory Committee 

To administer, in conjunction with the Immigration Sector (EIC), Canada’s international legal obligations with 
respect to Convention refugees as outlined in Sections 45-48 of the Immigration Act, 1976 and to provide advice to 
the Minister of State on matters relating to the protection of Convention refugees in Canada. 


Management and Policy Development 

To provide the direction, planning, control and coordination necessary to ensure the effective and efficient use of 
Immigration program resources, and develop policies and programs for the admission and control of immigrants, 
temporary workers, foreign students and other visitors, including the management of immigration levels and provisio!

Renewable Resources Management and Environmental Protection 

Provides in a quasi-provincial manner, for the management of the water, forest and land resources of the North, and foi 
protection of the northern natural environment. Management of renewable resources, owned by the Crown in right of 
Canada, is achieved through administration of Acts and Regulations, which involves processing of applications from 
companies, communities and individuals for legal rights to resource use, administration of rights in good standing, 
and inspections to ensure compliance with terms and conditions of use. In addition, resources management requires 
the Program to undertake inventories of the quantity and quality of renewable resources, so as to have a sufficient 
information base with which to deal effectively with applicants. The Planning Element also includes the preparation 
for and fighting of forest fires, the development of land use plans to accommodate diverse land use and deal with use 
conflicts, implementation of the Federal Environmental Assessment and Review Process (EARP) in the North, the 
regulation of environmental impacts of land use on vacant Crown lands and of offshore operations, and the conduct 0! 
applied environmental research. It also includes the administration for DIAND of the Environmental Studies Research 
Fund, which conducts social and environmental research to ensure informed decision making on oil and gas activities 
and is entirely financed by levies on oil and gas interest owners on Canada Lands. | 


Non-Renewable Resources Management | 


Provides in a quasi-provincial manner, for the management of the mineral resources of the North, through the . 
administration of legislation governing mineral rights acquisition, maintenance and recording, through provision of : 
geological services and through maintenance of policies designed to encourage mining in the North. Northern 
interests and concerns respecting oil and gas exploration and development are factored into the operational activities 
of COGLA. The Northern Oil and Gas Action Program (NOGAP) of research in preparation for major hydrocarbon 
developments in the North is coordinated, and the Norman Wells Proven Area Agreement is administered.

maritime forces to international arrangements to prevent or contain conflicts outside the NATO area; and contributing 
to national development. 


Land Forces in Canada 
This element encompasses the creation and maintenance of general-purpose Regular and Reserve land forces designed 


_ primarily to fulfil, concurrently, the two missions of defending, in conjunction with U.S. Forces, against hostile 


military lodgement in North America; and providing, in an emergency, additional land forces for the defence of Europe 
within the framework of agreed NATO commitments. The forces raised for these purposes have the inherent 
capabilities necessary to fulfil the other missions assigned, namely: promoting international stability by contributing 


_ to peacekeeping activities in co-operation with other members of the international community; supplementing and 
Supporting the civilian authorities in maintaining surveillance and preserving control over and security within the 


national territory of Canada; assisting civilian authorities in the event of emergency or disaster; and contributing to 


‘national development. 


Air Forces in Canada 

This element encompasses the creation and maintenance of general-purpose Regular and Reserve air forces designed 
primarily to fulfil, concurrently, the two missions of defending, in conjunction with U.S. Forces against aerospace 
attack on North America; and providing in an emergency additional general-purpose air forces for the defence of 
Europe within the framework of agreed NATO commitments. It includes, as well, the provision of an air transport 
system to support military commitments in Canada and abroad, tactical helicopter forces to support the needs of the 
land forces in Canada, maritime air forces to support Canada’s maritime forces, and search and rescue forces. The 
forces raised for these purposes have the inherent capabilities necessary to fulfil the other missions assigned, namely: 
supplementing and supporting the civilian authorities in maintaining surveillance and preserving control over the 
Canadian airspace, assisting civilian authorities in the event of emergency or disaster and contributing to national 


development. 


Canadian Forces in Europe 

This element encompasses the creation and maintenance of military forces in Europe in order to prevent or contain 
armed attack against the European NATO area. It involves the three missions of providing land forces, air forces and 
national command and support of all Canadian forces which would, in an emergency, serve in Europe. 


Communication Services 

Chis element encompasses the creation and maintenance of forces designed to provide information handling services 
‘nthe form of strategic communications in support of the Canadian Forces and Emergency Government (EMGOV) 
‘asks. In addition, communications research and high frequency direction-finding facilities are provided.

The Staffing Programs activity encompasses activities in support of delegated and non-delegated staffing, including 
policy development, resourcing of the Management Category, administration of staffing delegation, establishment of 
tests and standards for selection, administration of staffing priorities and services in support of recruitment and 
promotion. This Activity also encompasses the administration of affirmative action programs, special development 
programs in support of the Management Category and co-ordination of parts of the Official Languages Program for 


which the PSC is responsible. 


Audit 
The Audit activity reviews departmental and PSC staffing practices and procedures in order to determine that 


appointments conform with the Public Service Employment Act and Regulations and Commission policy. It reviews 
the manner in which departments administer selected aspects of their personnel services for which Treasury Board has 
policy responsibility. This latter activity is governed by an agreement between Treasury Board Secretariat and the 


Public Service Commission.

Appeals and Investigations 

The Appeals and Investigations activity, through the establishment of independent boards, hears appeals by public 
servants against alleged breaches of the Public Service Employment Act and Regulations in such matters as 
appointment, demotion and release. In addition, complaints of alleged irregularities in staffing processes and matters. 
of personal harassment in the workplace are investigated. Training, advice and assistance are provided to departments, 


unions and other interested individuals. 


Training Programs 
The Training Programs activity encompasses two sub-activities: 

The Language Training sub-activity provides language training in both official languages and related language 
training service, in conformity with government policy, to meet the needs of departments and agencies in the federal 
Public Service, and occasionally those of outside clients.

The Aviation activity is responsible for the development and operation of essential air navigation facilities and services|

orderly and expeditious flow of air traffic through control and guidance of aircraft movement in airspace and on 
airport manoeuvring areas; regulation and control of civil aviation activities including detection of unsafe conditions; | 
promotion of safety; and provision of aircraft services to Transport Canada and other federal departments and 


agencies.

Airports Authority Group 
The Airports Authority Group is responsible for the development, maintenance and operation of essential civil airport 
facilities and services in Canada, applying a commercially-oriented management approach to lead to system self- 
sufficiency. Airport operations involve provision of services to passengers and aircraft such as passenger and baggage 
security screening, policing, airport crash, firefighting and rescue, and the maintenance and upkeep of airport 
facilities including terminals, parking garages, runways, roads, mechanical and electrical equipment. Airports 
operated by the Transport Canada involve 9 major airports and 97 national, regional and local airports. 

Parliament has previously authorized a total drawdown of $80,000,000 for the Self-Supporting Airports and 
Associated Ground Services Revolving Fund.
